leit-motifs, or themes, 
or salient features in a score. It is 
rather, as it were, opening one’s 
ears to the sounds as they succeed 
each other, discovering whatever 
point of contact one can find, and, 
in fact, following the music as well 
as one can in its continuity. We 
perhaps tend to ignore the fact 
that listeners are, like composers 
and performers, variously endowed, 
and also that they differ very widely 
in experience. 

“But this initial stage in listening 
to music is an entirely direct one; 
the listener brings to the music 
whatever he can bring, with no 
other preoccupation than that of 
hearing. This is, of course, what is 
to be desired; it is the condition 
of his really hearing. He will hear 
the music only to the extent that 
he identifies himself with it, estab- 
lishing a fresh and essentially naive 
contact with it, without precon- 
ceived ideas and without strained 
effort.” 


HE second step, he says, occurs 

when “the listener’s reaction is im- 
mediate and seems in a sense iden- 
tical with the act of hearing.” It 
develops from the first stage and 
is barely recognizable as a second 
stage. But it is important because 
it is the “stage of enjoyment,” or 
at the least the stage where en- 
joyment begins. 

The third phase he calls “mu- 
sical understanding.” The obstacle 
to understanding music lies in the 
fact that music “has few obvious 
contacts with the world of ordinary 
experience.” 

The visual art, most of it, is rela- 
tively accessible to us, since pic- 
tures or sculptures depict some- 
thing with which we are familiar 
from life experience. This is even 
truer of literary art, since we our- 
selves constantly use and work 
with words. But—‘In the case of 
music there are no such clear anal- 
ogies. The technical facts which 
are commonplace to the composer, 
and even many of those proper to 
the performer, have no clear anal- 
ogies in the ordinary experience 
of the non-musician. The latter 
finds them quite mysterious and, 
as I have already pointed out, 
tends to exaggerate both their 
uniqueness and their inaccessi- 
bility to the layman. ... He is 
likely not only to regard music 
per se as a book in principle closed

his business of merging indoors and out- 
doors is neither a fad nor architectural whimsy. 
Rather, it is the logical answer to the social and 
economic pressures of our times. It also reflects a 
maturing of our aesthetic point of view as it 
applies to design and use of materials. 

We have broadened our frame of reference. . 
Home is no longer a house on a lot, but a highly 
integrated, highly organized living space that 
extends from lot line to lot line and grows out 
of the natural landscape. 7 

This point of view is aesthetically satisfying. 
It is also highly practical in view of the upward. 
spiral of building costs. To offset the shrinking. 
size of our houses, we convert garden space into 
usable living space. To make small houses seem 
larger from the inside than they are, we open 
up whole walls with glass. Once the visual bar- 
rier is removed, we design indoors and outdoors 
so that they will flow together with natural con- 
tinuity. And this allows us to indulge our instine- 
tive preference for the colors, patterns, and the 


textures of nature. (Continued on page 43) 


Indoors and outdoors, you are always con- 
scious of the gnarled, live oaks that sur- 
round this house designed to capitalize on 
the natural setting. Its small size belies in- 
terior spaciousness produced by glass walls. 
Living room wall panels open wide on pivots.

Thanks to modern technologies and Climate 
Control this fusion of indoors and outdoors 
is feasible in all parts of the country.

It ad- 
mits warming winter sun, a year-round view, 
and continues to make a small house bigger. 

In the house shown on these four pages 
there is no “indoors.” To many people. this 
might appear to be an excessive use of glass. 
But for this house—in a shady grove of live 
oaks—it works perfectly. The idea to strive 
for is not the elimination of solid walls, but 
the intelligent use of some glass so that in- 


doors and outdoors combine for better living.

here are many ways you can merge indoors and out, 

thanks to today’s building technology. But before you 
start playing around with transparent walls, be sure you 
know exactly what you want. Do you want view or sunshine 
or ventilation or access? Or do you want all four? This is 
important, because if you want more than one, make sure 
the wall is designed to give it to you. 

If outlook is all you’re after, you can follow the example 
of the Averett house in California (opposite top). Here 
the fence and flowers of the garden flow right into the liv- 
ing room. Only an invisible sheet of glass separates the two 
(you can barely see the line at the carpet edge). This is a 
striking visual relationship. But remember, it will work only 
on a year-round basis when your outdoor planting main- 
tains a year-round pattern. 

If your problem is the more typical one of view and 
ventilation, architect Fischer’s own house in New Jersey is 
worth your study (opposite, bottom). Here second-story liv- 
ing room has south-facing glass wall with a fine view. For 
summer comfort, half the wall slides to one side and another

ments of cumbersome screens, the architect has moved his 
screening to the eave line, creating a tree-top balcony. 

Or maybe you want a disappearing wall only when the 
weather’s nice. That was Designer Girard’s problem in his 
own house in Michigan. He has a walled garden to the north 
of his living room and wanted the two merged in summer 
only. But,. in addition to looking at the garden, he also 
wanted to smell its cool, scented air. His solution is brilliant 
—a huge, counter-balanced overhead door that swings up 
to convert his living room into a rain-free screened porch. 
In bad weather, the door is closed and concealed on the 
inside by sliding wall panels. 

If, on the other hand, you want sun and view in cold 
weather and no wall of any sort in summer, the Long Island 
house (below) offers a smart solution. Here the dining 
room opens onto a screened dining porch. For summer 
service, saie and easy access was imperative. Hence a ver- 
tical-sliding electric window was installed. Steel-framed. 
weather-stripped, and glazed with insulating glass, it slides up 


to give a snug, winter enclosure. (Continued on page 106)

Ps get full enjoyment of having a glass wall, you should be free 
to take the view or leave it, to admit all the light or temper it as you 
please. That’s the purpose of these new curtain fabrics. Translucent 
but not transparent, their textures are a constant delight even in large 
areas. But they “disappear” into thin folds when you want them out of 
the way. When there’s more sun than you asked for, draw the curtains. 
to “turn it down.” At night, draw them to shut out the blackness. They 


leave you in full control of your glass wall—never at its mercy.

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THE TROUBLE 


A house is not simply hot—it is hot for 


definite reasons. Find them in this column. 


Air in house hotter 
than air outdoors? 


Frequent on calm, summer evenings. Cause: poor 
ventilation, lack of wind. Principle of good ven- 
tilation: Don’t rely on wind; rely on fact that 
warm air wants to rise. Air inside a room cannot 
be warmer than outdoor air if room has two big- 
enough openings: a high one through which 
warm air can rise and leave, a low one through 


which cooler air can come in. 


Warm ceilings? 


Cause: heat from hot attic has crept into ma- 
terial of ceiling. Material holds heat long after 
sunset, radiates heat downward into room. 
(Note: heat radiation works downward just as 
easily as upward.) Most noticeable in bedrooms 
after you lie down. Get ladder and feel ceiling. 
Should be distinctly cooler than your hand. If it 
is hand temperature, this is why room is hot. If 
warm to touch, room is practically unlivable. 


Warm walls? 


Walls of room should be cool to touch. If neu- 
tral, discomfort—if warm, serious discomfort 
through radiant heating. Fundamental cause: sun 
shining on outside surface of wall too long. Wall 
material soaked full of heat which it holds long 
after sunset. The effect is most marked on the 
west side of the house, 


Windows let in too much sun? 


Check west windows especially. Morning sun 
through east windows is not bad because morn- 
ings are cool. Noon sun through south windows 
is not very hot because the sun rays hit windows 
at a steep angle, and don’t shine deep into 


rooms. Afternoon sunshine heats the house most. 


THE FIX 


In this column find what you can do easily 


in an existing house to remedy the trouble. 


Install registers in ceiling or in wall just below 
ceiling. Cut high transoms above doors so warm 
air can leave room upward, either directly to 
outside or up staircase to attic. Open trap doors 
to attic. Be sure warm air has free exit from 
attic to outside. @ Install attic fan. @ Make ven- 
tilation openings in bottom of all doors leading 
to the outside for the cool air to enter as the 
warm air flows out. 


Ventilate attic. To let out hot air, enlarge attic 
vents and/or make air passage through vent 
easier by removing excessive screening and 
louvers. @ Install attic fan. @ To give cooler air 
access to attic, keep air passage from house to 
attic open. (Open door or trap door.) Cool 
off roof by spraying with garden hose. @ Install 
roof sprinkler. @ To keep attic heat from work- 
ing down into structure (ceiling of rooms below), 
lay reflective-foil insulation on attic floor, shiny 
side up. @ Tack reflective insulation against 
underside of roof, shiny side up. 


Change use of rooms. Do not use west rooms as 
bedrooms. Realize that south rooms are cooler 
in summer, warmer in winter than west rooms. @ 
Shade west wall against late afternoon sun by 
trees or trellises with vines, or high louvered 
shade fence. @ Paint west wall white. @ Wash 
down west wall of house with garden hose. 


To draw the shades does not help much. When 
sun rays hit the shade, they are already inside 
the house and deliver their heat. Use awnings or 
woven matting outside window, ®@ Install heat- 
absorbing (blue) glass. @-Shading west wall 
(see above) will also shade west windows, and 
is the best solution, 





Light glare in window? 


Cause is not intensity of light outdoors, but con- 
trast between brightness outdoors and dark in- 
doors. Pupil of eye cannot adjust to light and 


dark at the same time.

BUILD If RIGHT 


In this column find recommendations to 


keep in mind when you plan your new house. 


Plan house for upward ventilation: two ventila- 
tion openings per room, one low, one high 
(clerestory window). Vent rooms to staircase. 
Use staircase as chimney through which warm 
air can flow up. Have big vent or window at top 
of staircase. Make ceilings high, house tall, roof 
tall. Use large attic vents or big attic fan. In 
winter all these upward channels make house un- 
heatable, so be sure to arrange them so that 


they can be closed off. 


Attic needs not only the usual attic vent through 
which hot air can get out, but also another vent 
through which cooler air can come in. This sec- 
ond vent should be near floor of attic and should 
bring fresh air into attic directly from outside. It 
must close off easily for winter. @ Consider 
white or reflective metal roof—it keeps very 
much cooler than a dark one. @ Use insulation. 
@ Consider attic fan. @ Roof sprinkler. 


Use large roof overhang to shade south wall 
during noon hours and west wall during early 
afternoon hours. @ Use planting, trellis, fence 
to shade west wall during late afternoon hours. 
@ Paint west wall white. @ In regions where 
summer heat is serious, use the west side of the 
house as much as possible for garage, stair- 
case, baths, and halls. 


Use large roof overhang on south and west to 
shade south and west windows during middle 
period of day. @ Shade west side by trees, 
trellis, shade wall, garage-and-breezeway. @ 
Keep west windows few and small. In sunny, hot 
West, use a solid west wall without windows. 
Also shade north windows against late evening 
sun, especially if north side of house faces 
slightly northwest. 


Have low, broad windows showing more ground 
than sky. @ Have several windows for each 
room, preferably on different walls, to get more 
indoor brightness, @ Use sloping ceilings. 











check list for hot weather comfort 


THE TROUBLE 


Windows let in sky glare? 


Stand near window on which sun is not shining. 
Heat glow on your face is sun heat that has been 
deflected and diffused by clouds and haze. 
This effect can occur on all sides of the house, 
even on north windows. Especially noticeable in 


regions with hazy-hot summer weather. 


Air too humid? 


Humid air does not readily evaporate perspira- 
tion from your skin and is, therefore, one reason 
why you feel hot. However, air humidity is not a 
characteristic of the house, but of the climate. 
There is little you can do about it, except to 
install air conditioning. 


Not enough breeze? 


In a well-designed house, you need only slight 
air movement, even in hot weather. If you need 
a breeze, it is a sign that you are getting radi- 
ant heat from warm walls and ceilings. (Excep- 
tion: the very hot-humid belt along the Gulf 
Coast.) Best answer is to correct this basic fault. 


House located in extra hot 
neighborhood? 


1. Heat radiation from near-by building heating 
your house? 2. House surrounded by paved 
roads, terraces, tennis courts, and bare spots 
which heat up in sun? 3. Sunshine reflected at 
your house and into your windows by near-by 
bare and hot terrain? 


Wet cellar? Dank smell? 


Moist, hot summer air condenses against cool 
cellar walls. Fungus, which grows on moist wall, 
causes smell. It grows especially under things 
like carpets, sacking, etc., which allow moist 
air to reach cool wall or floor without allowing 


air movement at same time. 


THE FIX 


Draw shades on top half of window. Better still, 
use awnings outside the window to shield off 
part of your sky view. Plant trees if they will not 
interfere with winter sunshine on window. 


Make up for the heat discomfort caused by hu- 
midity by cutting down all the more on all other 
sources of heat discomfort, such as poor venti- 
lation, warm ceilings and walls, sky-glare. @ Let 
experts determine whether or not you have a 
room that is suitable for air conditioning at a 


reasonable cost. 


Electric fan. Don’t aim it at yourself. Let it stir 
up air in room. @ Place bed, chair, dining table 
in open doorway where breeze is strongest. @ 
Check for unnecessary heat sources: Electric 
light bulbs heat the air and heat you directly by 
radiation. Effect is marked in small rooms when 
you are reading or working with lamp near you. 


Fluorescent light is cooler. 


1. Plant trees to cut off view of other buildings. 
2. Plant lawn. Use sprinklers. Plant trees for 
shade. Get neighbors to do the same. One 
owner can change “‘spot climate’’ of his prop- 
erty a little. Ten owners can change spot climate 
of neighborhood a lot. 3. Build high fence or 


wall; make patio.

Experiment with ventilation. It sometimes works, 
but more often not. @ Try burning lights in cellar 
to radiate heat at walls. Try running electric 
fan. @ Keep cellar clean. Store things on racks 
in middle of basement, rather than on floor and 
against walls. @ Close up cellar as tightly as 


possible and use chemical air dryer.

Have a summer living room or bedroom in the 
basement, with air conditioning. Cool earth 
keeps basement walls cool, makes possible air 
conditioning with small, economical equipment. 
Low location of such room keeps cooled, dried 
air (which is heavy) from flowing away. Air con- 
ditioning will keep a basement room dry and 


clear of dank smell. 


Use louvers to make more wind openings with- 
out making more windows. @ Design breezeway 
inside of house. Make a lot of air pass through 
one narrow passage where you put bed, dining 
table, work table. @ Build sleeping hut of light 
airy structure like native huts in tropics. Place it 
on top of flat roof or in garden away from heat 
radiation of main house. 


Build in cooler spot. It is always cooler in the 
suburbs, still cooler in the country. It is cool 
during daytime near the water. (Before you buy, 
find out how far cool lake breeze reaches on 
typical hot summer day.) Dells and valley bot- 
toms are cooler on summer nights (and colder in 
winter) than slopes and high spots. 


Have no basement. @ Make basement walls of 
insulating type of concrete. @ Use basement as 
underground, air-conditioned living or sleeping 
room for very hot weather. Conditioned and 
dried air will not condenge on walls. See also

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Thousands of kitchens in this country are as out of date 
as the one shown on page 74. None of them need stay that 
way. A little judicious remodeling, and you'll find you're 
no longer a drudge. Work will go fast and easily, releasing 
you for other activities that attract you. Check over the list 
of “what’s wrong” with this kitchen, see how many “wrongs” 
exist in your kitchen. You may be surprised into doing 
something about them. 

If you don’t know where to start, try to get the best 
professional advice on kitchen planning available in your 
community. When major structural changes are called for. 
such as tearing out partitions, removing closets, moving 
windows, doors, or plumbing lines, you'll find an architect 
can save you money. If it is a question of new equipment. 
or a rearrangement of work areas, consult your local utility 
company, or an appliance dealer who offers a kitchen plan- 
ning service. 

Pick the kitchen chore you dislike most, and the chances 
are there’s a new appliance to do it for you. Put this one 
first on your list. But don’t overlook any that take the 
drudgery out of your general routine.

Seasoning ts the magic that turns We all know cooks who seem to touch their food 





Bl with a special kind of magic that makes it a

a little differently each time, perhaps, but it is dependent 
upon only two things: a real understanding of a wide 
range of seasonings and an educated sense of taste. The 
cooking itself is elementally simple. 

There is no formula or rule to cover skillful season- 
ing, nor can we get the knowledge from cookbooks. 
Indeed, too many books are inclined to toss it off with 
an airy “season to taste” or an inadequate “season with 
salt and pepper.” They seem to assume that either the 
reader has a sensitive and discriminating palate and a 
sure hand with seasonings, or else that seasoning isn’t 


very important. In most cases both assumptions are wrong 





and the results are flat and uninteresting. 

We can’t rely, either, on the advertised virtues of “all- 
purpose” or synthetic seasonings. Old West Bar-B-Q 
Smoked Salt may make the steak taste like a chuck wagon 
special the first time, but the chances are it will grow pretty 
tiresome before the bottle is empty. Potpourri mixtures 
like “Poultry Seasoning.” “Fines Herbes.” and “Salad 
Herbs” should probably be avoided, too, as they are some- 
one else’s idea of a good mixture. Some of these, of course, 


are good but others are not, so if you’re going to use a 





mixture of this kind, be sure to know your brand and 


buy only the best. 





The business of seasoning is essentially a most per- 
sonal thing. The Oxford dictionary says that to season

problem, dependent solely on your taste and judgment. 

So to learn to season skillfully we must develop an 
attitude toward it, made up of open-mindedness, taste 
(in all its meanings), and discretion. Learn what each 
of the many kinds of seasonings does—whether it adds 
zip on the robust side like cumin seeds and oregano, or 
whether it has a subtle and nutty flavor like nutmeg and 
mace. Take your time; add to your collection gradually 
and know each one intimately before you move to an- 
other. Then, when you have more than a speaking ac- 
quaintance with a sizable number, you can have the fun 
of selecting just the right seasoning for each dish as 
carefully as you decide which pair of shoes to wear with 


your favorite dress. 


L is sometimes helpful to see how other cooks use 
the vast number of seasoners, so here are some sugges- 
tions for using many of them. (Don’t overlook anything 
that may add a new touch to your food.) 

The huge family of spices includes all herbs, spices, 
and aromatic seeds, so it is a good one to become familiar 
with first. It even includes the ever-popular chive, onion, 
garlic, and shallot. 

Use fennel and anise to cut the salty taste of smoked 
herring or salmon. Add marjoram to your hashed brown 
potatoes. Herbs go naturally with vegetables, so try sum- 
mer savory with young peas, sweet basil on tomatoes 
and zucchini, and tarragon and chervil with spinach. Use 
them in salads, soups, stews, sauces, and with meat, fish, 
and poultry. The best ones to use in meat dishes are the 
sturdier herbs like oregano, rosemary, sage, and thyme. 
The more delicate herbs (sweet basil, chervil, tarragon, 
and marjoram) are best when used fresh from the gar- 
den. And remember, when using any fresh herb, use twice 
as much as when you use the dried ones. In general, 
don’t overdo herbs and don’t use more than one or two 
in each dish, though there are some rather hearty dishes 
like stew that can stand three. 

Spices have been widely used in America since the 
whaling days of New England, and they have many uses 
beyond the obvious spice cake and apple pie. Nutmeg 
is a must in many creamed dishes and soups, with squash, 
oysters, and on canned or cooked peaches. Try allspice 
in beef stew, and ginger sprinkled over a leg of lamb 
(well rubbed with olive oil) before roasting. Use nutmeg 
and Grand Marnier to spike the whipped cream for a 


chocolate soufflé, and chill pear or orange slices in a 
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dressing of honey and ginger. Have a gentle hand with 
spices as they are deceptively strong and too much can 
leave a bitter taste. ° 

Another group of spice relatives is the condiment fam- 
ily. These are picklings, mixtures or essence of spices 
like curry powder, chili powder, Worcestershire sauce, 
and chutney. The use of most of these is obvious in 
conjunction with food but don’t forget their possibilities 
in the food itself. Curry powder dissolved in lemon is 
wonderful with buttery carrots. Chili powder is a superb 
addition to beef gravy. Worcestershire sauce does a lot 
for steaks and chops when it is patted into the meat before 
broiling. Use chutney with eggs, folded into delicious 
little dessert omelettes, and with fowl and lamb as wel! 
as with your curries. 

Aromatic seeds aren’t used enough by most people, 
but, once you get the habit, you'll wonder how you ever 
did without them. Dill goes well with sour cream (in 
new-potato salad and over hot or cold, cooked beets) 
and is delicious sprinkled over baked tomatoes. Try toast- 
ing sesame seeds in with the butter for soups or salad 
croutons, and put poppyseeds over boiled potatoes and 
noodles. Mustard seeds are good in salads, and cumin 


seeds on string beans. 


Ne can also be classified as condiments, and 
they are very useful in cooking beyond their usual 
role in the salad bowl. Try vinegar in any meat gravy 
to cut the fatty taste and add its own touch of flavor; 


ee 


use it to “set” poached eggs (a teaspoon added to the 
poaching water) and serve some in a cruet, with crisp 
French fried potatoes. It adds its own piquant accent 
(particularly the herb vinegars) to many kinds of soups, 
stews, and sauces. 

Another group of seasoners we are likely to overlook 
are the “natural foods” like cheese, sour cream, butter- 
milk, oranges, lemons, and limes. The best cooking 
cheeses are the hard, aged ones that come in big wheels 
and are dry enough to grate. The best of these are 
Romano, Parmesan, Aged Monterey Jack, and Cheddar, 
and they should always be grated fresh for fullest flavor. 
Use Parmesan or Romano grated over salads and soups 
and with some vegetables (grated right into the pot), 
and in vegetable soufflés. The yellow cheeses are best in 
the basic cheese dishes like fondue or Welsh rarebit. 

Use lemon juice and grated lemon peel mixed with 


cream, sugar and cottage cheese (Continued on page 122) 
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HOW TO BE A BORN COOK: 


Those casual, perfect cooks who never need a 
cookbook were not really born that way. 
They've just mastered the principles of 


cookery—by trial, error, and observation

The “born cook” is America’s most famous one. Aunt Jemi- 
ma is her nearest rival. It used to be that every family con- 


tained at least one “born cook,” a fabulous character as much 
a part of American mythology as Paul Bunyan himself. 

“Yes siree bobbem—a ‘born cook.’ ” 

She didn’t have to do pinpoint measuring of ingredients. 
She didn’t have to keep her nose in a recipe book. She didn’t 
have to keep running to the grocery store. She just took what 
she happened to have, a little of this and a little of that, and in 
ne time at all, dinner was ready. And what pies, what biscuits, 
what cakes and cookies, what fried chicken and doughnuts she 
could make! 

We all owe a debt to her. In a country in which women are 
conceded the highest place, the greatest respect, and the easiest 
life women have had anywhere, it might be wise for some 
of them to remember just what is the basis of this regard. It 
is not “the brand of cigarettes that Mommy used to smoke,” 
but the “pie that Mother used to make,” that men cherish as 
the symbol of a happy childhood. 

It was Fanny Farmer who scuttled the “born cook.” Some-

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one had to do it, of course. It was a normal, inevitable step, 
in line with what was happening in every other field of ac- 
tivity. Just as lumber had to be dimensioned, dresses cut 
according to size, and automobiles made with interchange- 
able parts, so recipes had to be standardized and written down, 
if we were to make any progress at all. 

When cooking depended on skills handed down from mother 
to daughter, it depended on aural tradition to keep it alive. 
Now civilization is a matter of social inheritance, so it de- 
pends on keeping knowledge that is once found out. Aural 
tradition is a very poor way to accomplish that end. It is 
either too easily broken or else it demands a static society, 
in which people spend so much effort preserving what was 
found out in the past that they have no time to find out any- 
thing new. When knowledge is safely pickled in books, you 
don’t have to clutter up your mind with it to keep it from 
getting lost. You can refer to it whenever you wish. Recipes 
had to be written down and made available to everyone, so 
that it was not necessary for you to spend your life in the 
kitchen in order to learn how to cook. 

But there were even more important reasons than this why 
cooks had to learn to think in terms of level teaspoonsful 
instead of in pinches of this and that. All sorts of knowledge 
originating outside the kitchen had to be brought into it and 
put at the disposal of the cook. The importance of cleanliness, 
for example. Religion had made cleanliness related to godli- 
ness. Science had to make it related to health, and the recipe 
had to get the knowledge from the laboratory into the kitchen. 
Even as late as 50 years ago there were too many cooks who 
wiped things on a dirty petticoat, tasted food out of a spoon 
that went directly back into the- pot, or arranged to make 
bread before they went to a party because “it made their 
hands so nice and clean.” 

Another function of the written recipe was to break down 
the provincialism of American cookery. The colonists had 
fallen for the British propaganda that the French lived mostly 
on frogs, so it was not until men like Thomas Jefferson went 
to France and liked what they had to eat there, that the upper 
classes became aware of the international cuisine. But it took 
the written recipe, the printed one, to make this knowledge 


generally available. 
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Beware of tampering with these types of recipes 


Still another function of the written recipe was to allevi- 
ate the condition of women, to provide them with a short cut 
tu knowledge. Catherine Beecher, sister of Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, wrote a recipe book which was widely used all over the 
country in the 1840’s. She wrote words of encouragement to 
young wives who found themselves entirely unprepared for the 
tasks which faced the housekeeper of a hundred years ago. For 
at that time wood and water had to be carried into the 
kitchen, and the behavior of stoves was as unpredictable as 
that of an opera singer, and their operation as hard to manage 
as a skittish horse. 

Says the redoubtable Catherine, “If you have done the 
best you can, you have done well. If you have done well, that 
is all that God does ask of you and all that men should ask.” 

This put God on the side of the women in their fight for 
better working conditions in the house, a fight which paralleled 
the demand for better working conditions in the factory. It 
was the successful outcome of this fight which made possible 
the American kitchen of today. It gave manufacturers of 
kitchen equipment a goal for which to strive and, at all stages 
of the process, a market for their products. 

But now a new situation has arisen. We have become too 
dependent on recipes. We have become afraid of using our 
heads and in great danger of forgetting how to do it. Too many 
cooks are like the driver who depends merely on the red and 
green stop and go signals, who starts up when the light turns 
green, without bothering to notice whether some one has at- 
tempted to steal the signal or whether all pedestrians have 
succeeded in getting across. Such a driver is scheduled for an 
accident. The intelligent motorist obeys the rules, but at the 
same time he keeps track of what other people are likely to do. 
He uses his head. 

The cook must do the same thing, the more so because pres- 
ent-day recipes are not always a completely reliable guide. 
They haven’t caught up with the possibilities offered by either 
modern appliances or materials. They haven’t succeeded in 
integrating nutritional and gourmet standards. Our way of 
living demands more flexibility than can be secured from 
blind adherence to recipes. Modern women have got to 
spend a great deal less time in the kitchen than their 


mothers and grandmothers did, whether they want to or not. 


e There are two kinds of 
reasons why certain recipes should not be tampered 
with. One reason involves skills of manipulating, which 
must be done properly if the result is to be right. The 
other involves scientific chemical reactions of the ingre- 
dients, which cannot be tampered with or the results will 
be spoiled. Follow the recipe exactly in these cases: 


For reasons of manipulation and skill 


Some doughs and some pastries 
Omelets 

Hollandaise and mayonnaise 
Meringues 


For scientific reasons 


Sugar cookery 
Baking powder cookery 


All this means that we should turn again to the standards 
and the methods of the “born cook,” only on a higher level. 
It is time that you as a cook began to get some meaning out 
of your past experience, that you learn to carry over whai 
you learned from one dish to the next. But where the old cooks 
did it unconsciously, you must learn to do it consciously. 

It is easy. Just take the trouble to look up and note down 
the things that old-fashioned cooks carried in their heads. 
This is a far cry from collecting culinary formulas. 

Admiration goes to the cook for the way in which she works 
almost as much as for what she makes. Sauce thickened with a 
roux is used as the basis of so many things—soups, soufflés, 
croquettes—that a knowledge of the basic proportions of fat, 
flour, and liquid makes you able to use the old cookbook in- 
junction “flour to thicken,” without using measurements. 


Here are basic white sauce formulas for specific purposes: 


2 tablespoons butter, 2 tablespoons flour, 1 cup liquid (creamed dishes) 
3 tablespoons butter, 3 tablespoons flour, 1 cup liquid (soufflés) 


3 tablespoons butter, 6 tablespoons flour, 1 cup liquid (croquettes) 


Some of the best cooks use cornstarch instead of flour in 
making sauces, because, since 1 tablespoon of cornstarch is 
the equivalent in thickening power to 1%4 tablespoons of 
wheat flour, you have the same degree of thickness in your 
sauce without clogging up the dish with carbohydrates. Corn- 
starch also makes a clearer sauce. The proportion of sauce 
to solids is the same for both creamed dishes and croquettes— 


1 cup of sauce to 2 cups of solids. (Continued on page 115)

herever chicken has been eaten—in any age or 

any country—dishes using the breasts alone have 
represented the ultimate in chicken cookery. But until 
the modern techniques of freezing and packaging were 
applied to the merchandising of chicken, the breasts 
were also wildly extravagant. But now you can use 
these exciting recipes and still be as economical as your 
mother taught you to be. Just as most of us ordinary 
people now have luxuries which were the portion of only 
kings and potentates a few decades ago, so the food in- 
dustry now lets us use chicken in ways originated by 
royalty and the very rich. Best of all, you can now try 
world-famous recipes which you previously may have 
felt were too rich for your modest budget —certainly 
your everyday budget. 

All this new opportunity and new freedom is possible 
because chicken parts (breasts, livers, thighs, legs, gib- 
lets, and wings) can now be bought separately. This 
means that you may now buy only the part you want 
and not be faced with the problem of eating chicken 
until you hate the sight of it, or wasting the rest. 

This progress in food merchandising releases a whole 
new set of cooking possibilities. Each part of the fowl 
becomes the key which opens the door to an entirely new 
set of chicken dishes. Not only this, but you may serve 
all guests alike. Children do not have to be tricked into 
preferring the neck. Father does not have to produce 
two wishbones from one bird. 

More important, the problems of cooking are greatly 
simplified. For in cooking a whole chicken it is impos- 
sible to have every part properly done at the same time. 
When the breast is done, the rest of the bird is still 
tough. By the time the legs and thighs are tender, the 
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breast has become dry and overcooked. Only by cooking 


parts of the same degree of tenderness at the same time 


can you cook each part properly. It is because the 


breast is so often overcooked that many people con- 


_ sider it dry and tasteless. But when it is properly cooked, 


the breast is the most tender, juicy, and delicately fla- 
vored part of the fowl. 
The French call the breasts of the fowl filets, or 


_ suprémes. There are two breast muscles on each side of 
the breast bone of every chicken. The words filet and 
supreme mean the same thing and they both in- 
clude the large breast muscles called the filet 
and the smaller one underneath called 
the mignon filet. The French have a 


trick of serving the first joint, or the 


first two joints of the wing with the large 
breast filet attached. These are called 
ailerons. In The Perfect Hostess Cook Book 
| by Mildred Knopf (Alfred H. Knopf, New 

| York, 1950) a recipe for ailerons is 
called “Chicken Breasts on the Wing.” 


Because our methods of food prepara- 













tion have accustomed us to serving the 
' whole fowl at once, we have overlooked the fact that 
| chicken breasts with the skins removed are one of the 
nicest and most easily prepared emergency dishes there 
| are. Taken from the bone, brought to room temperature, 
pounded with a meat mallet, or the side of a cleaver, 
until they are the same thickness throughout so they 
will cook evenly, chicken breasts take less than ten min- 
/utes to cook and make some of the fanciest, most ele- 
gant dishes known to gastronomy. 

Suprémes are best cooked in a little fat on the top of 
the stove in the frying pan. They are done when they 
_are springy to the touch and the meat has turned white 

all the way through. Be sure to use low heat. as they 
shouldn’t be browned a bit, and high heat will make

ee very clever old Chinese had a proverb, “The more you eat, the less flavor; 
the less you eat the more flavor.” And, as usual, they were right. I try to operate by 
this bit of wisdom, particularly when I’m planning the hors d’oeuvres to be served 
before a dinner party. I say “planning”—but actually this pre-dinner fare is usually 
the last thing I consider. I would so much rather concentrate my efforts on running up 
a new and wonderful dish for the dinner itself. On occasions I have even found that 
I’ve forgotten the hors d’oeuvres until almost time for the guests to arrive—a delib- 
erate trick of my sub-conscious, no doubt, for I have a strong conviction that canapés 
have ruined more dinners than poor cooks. They can dull the appetite instead of piqu- 
ing it, so | would far rather give my guests too little to eat before a meal than too 
much. Unless you don’t mind having an excellent dinner pale into insignificance, my 
advice is don’t serve several dreamy delicacies betorehand. 

I must say, however, that the food fripperies I find at most cocktail hours can hardly 
be called dreamy delicacies. To me they’re a hoax, a snare and a delusion. Trays of 
beautiful-looking what-nots are passed and you think, “Boy, these really are some- 
thing!”” But when you bite into a tired, soggy piece of bread, shrouded with flavored 
gunk and glamorized with sieved egg and a caper, you're tempted to plant the rest

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What home builders should know about 


New Government Restrictions 


By Miles Colean 


ie mobilization encroaches more and more upon the 
normal way of doing things, the federal government, through 
the National Production Authority and the Federal Reserve 
Board, is doing more and more of your deciding for you. 
The decisions that you now can’t altogether make for your- 
self affect the cost of the house you may build, the materials 


you may use in it, and the amount you may borrow. 


Limitations on the size of your house 


In an effort to reduce the number of “luxury-type” houses, 
the N. P. A., early in May, made a requirement that any 
house costing (exclusive of land, architects’ fees, and a few 
other minor items) more than $35.000 would have to have 
special authorization. Officials soon recognized that $35,000 
meant different things in different parts of the country. In 
order to be equitable, therefore, the cost limitation has been 


changed to one on square feet of floor area. 


Although the terms of the revised regulation were not 
available when this was written, they were intended, for the 
country as a whole, to be as generous as the cost limitation. 
If, however, your house exceeds around 2,500 square feet 
of living area, be sure that you, your architect, or your builder 
is familiar with the precise provisions of the rule. If the 
house you are planning exceeds the maximum limitation— 
whatever it turns out to be—you will have to obtain a permit 
from the nearest N. P. A. The prospect is that such permits 
will not be freely granted. It will be better to proceed within 
the limitation, reducing the area permanently or planning a 
small “interim” house that can be enlarged at some future 
time when conditions permit. 

Note also: If you had cleared or graded your lot or 
installed any permanent materials before May 3rd, you 
may proceed without a permit, regardless of the cost or 


the size of the house. (Continued on page 123)

to him, but through the impressive 
unfamiliarity of whatever technical 
jargon he chances to hear, to mis- 
understand both the nature and the 
role of musical technique. It is 
likely to seem to him something of 
an abstraction, with an existence 
of its own, to which the sensations 
and impressions he receives from 
music are only remotely related, 
as by-products. How often, for in- 
stance. have I been asked whether 
the study and mastery of music 
does not involve a knowledge of 
higher mathematics! The layman 
is only too likely to react in either 
one of two ways, or in a combina- 
tion of both. He is likely, that is, 
either to regard music as some- 
thing to which he is essentially a 
stranger, or else to regard its gen- 
erally accepted values as arbitrary, 
pretentious, and academic, and 
both to give to it and to receive 
from it far less than his aptitudes 
warrant, 

~The surprising thing is that all 
of these conclusions are based on 
a mistaken idea as to the real 
meaning of musical ‘understand- 
ing.’ Technique is certainly useful, 
not to say indispensable, to the 
composer or the performer; a 
knowledge of musical theory is cer- 
tainly an advantage to the per- 
former and practically inescapable 
for the composer. But theory, in 
the sense of generalization, is not

Transparent walls are fine in Florida, provided they’re generously 


shaded from summer sun and rain. But the whole wall should 
open up for maximum summer yentilation, and conventional 
screen doors are often too cumbersome. Architects Twitchell &

The screen is stitched together vertically on selvages, like fabric.

Consequently they put 
up their gelatine in a paper pack- 
age, and refer to it as an envelope, 
rather than a tablespoonful. But 
you can see what would happen 
if you used a standard tablespoon 
of gelatine and then measured all 
the rest of the materials you put 
with it with inaccurate instruments. 

We find the same difficulties 
when we look into the matter of 
ingredients. Not only are there dif- 
ferent brands of baking powder, 
but there are, as every one knows, 
different kinds, which behave differ- 
ently on account of their nature. 
For example, some work faster 
than others. Now since some of the 
gas formed in a dough is lost in 
mixing, the amount of stirring and 
the speed with which this is done 
should vary with the kind of bak- 
ing powder used. 

Flour is no more uniform in its 
make-up and behavior than baking 
powder. What this all means is 
that you must learn about the qual- 
ity and behavior of your materials 
if you want to use them correctly. 
The only other alternative is to 
stick to abject dependence on 
standard formulas.

Take alumi- 
num. Although manufacturers have 
been forced to reduce the amount 
of production of a large number of 
aluminum items to a range of 65% 
to 50% of last year’s volume, most 
of those you are likely to want are 
still being made in considerable 
quantity. Aluminum

Because of these things TV-set 
owners erect high antennas, espe- 
cially in the suburbs because of the 
distance from the mid-town TY 
transmitter stations. 

Most of the set owners follow the 
manufacturers’ instructions, and 
their TV serviceman’s advice, and 
put good solid grounds on their 
TV masts, and lightning arresters 
on the TV wires. But many owners 
erect their own antennas, and as- 
semble their own sets from kits. 
These are the gentlemen who do 
not always go to the extra trouble 
of doing a complete job, and it is 
to these gentlemen this advice is 
offered. 

If you live in a large apartment 
house, that is one of many apart- 
ment houses in a neighborhood, the 
house itself, and the metal frames 
of the neighboring houses serve 
to protect you, and therefore your 
TV antenna ground need not be 
perfect. 

But if your house is by itself, or 
on a hill so that your antenna is 
the highest point in the neighbor- 
hood, it becomes a natural target 
for lightning. Ground it properly 
with No. 14 solid copper wire (or 
heavier) to a large pipe driven 
deep enough to be in permanently 
moist ground, and the TV mast will 
serve as a lightning rod, and will 
protect the house.

Since it is not 
only the talented youngster who can profit from musical 
training, the semi-talented and non-talented deserve equal 
opportunity for this enrichment, just as all deserve an 
equal chance to learn the three R’s. 

The elementary school is the starting place. It is there 
that the foundation of the child’s musical growth can best 
be established. It is there that the groundwork is laid for 
the choral, orchestral, and band activities of our junior 
and senior high schools, which have no equals in any other 
country in the world. 

So let’s go to “P.S. 36” with Johnny and Mary, and see 
what our better elementary schools are doing in music. In 
the kindergarten and primary grades the music program is 
built upon the idea of play, imagination, and imitation. 
since this has been the child’s life before entering school. 

We see the small child beginning with the simplest rhyth- 
mic movements—walking with a drumbeat or clapping 
accompaniment. For variety the teacher will change the 
tempo, while the children imitate the walking of ani- 
mals and people.

Did that telephone number begin with Plaza 5 or 
Plaza 9?—what a good picture that was last night—odd 
that Olivia De Havilland and Joan Fontaine should be 
sisters—such good actresses and so unalike—must remem- 
ber to get a birthday present for Aunt Emma—some LP 
records for that new three-speed. .. . 

At which point, with a guilty start, you realize that 
for the past six minutes you have been day-dreaming and 
paying no attention whatsoever to the music. Does that 
mean that you are such a philistine that you can’t even 
sit through a movement of a symphony? Is serious music 
really over your head? What can you do about it? 

First of all, put that guilty feeling aside for the mo- 
ment. We'll discuss that later. Second, if you are at 
home, gently but firmly turn off your radio. If you are 
in a concert hall, go back to your day-dreaming. You 
heard more of that music than you think. There are, you 
see, two kinds of listening. One is the kind in which 
you consciously follow the music, consciously hear what 
the music has to say to you. But there is unconscious 
listening, too, in which, whether you know it or not, the 


music creates a pleasant mood. Your favorite movie prob- 



























ably offers a generous proportion of “background” music, 
which goes to work upon your emotions whether or not 
you consciously pay any attention to it. Your favorite 
restaurant may have wired music, of which you take 
no notice until it stops. An ever-increasing number of 
shops and factories are being wired for music, employers 
having discovered that it relieves the monotony of piece- 
work and lessens fatigue. So don’t feel too guilty about 
your wandering mind. 

On the other hand, perhaps you might feel that there’s 
more to listening to good music than just day-dreaming 
to the accompaniment of a vaguely pleasant sound. And 
you would be right. Why, then, did var mind start wan- 
dering at that concert when you didn’t want it to wander? 

There are two answers to that question, depending on 
whether the music you were hearing was familiar or un- 
familiar. Suppose we assume that it was an old favorite, 
something that you had heard many times before, and 
knew almost by heart. Perhaps you were hearing it just 
one time too many. That is quite possible, you know. I still 
remember the season of the “Symphonic Variations.” This 
occurred some time in the early Twenties, when I was 
serving a sentence as a music critic. The “Variations” is 
a work by César Franck, written for piano and orchestra. 
It is in the repertoire of most concert pianists, but is 
not widely played. At the time I am describing, it had not

musical Daddy

This is not a detective story, though it is written by the “Tune Detective.” 


It is the case history of an unmusical parent who gradually discovers music 


ccording to tradition, the least musical member of the 
household is John Paterfamilias, more generally and 
affectionately known as Daddy. Through years of cul- 
tural snubbing and being told that his taste was ter- 
rible, with an occasional reminder that man’s place is in the 
office, he developed an inferiority complex that took all the Freud 
out of his life. If he ever tried any musical experiments, it 
was with a shamefaced fear of being called a sissy, and any 
attempts to guide him were probably ruined by smugly patron- 
izing teachers who could not conceive of such a revolutionary 
idea as “music for fun.” 

Daddy’s emancipation has been a slow and gradual develop- 
ment, but he has reached a point where he at least feels free 
to express himself, certainly as a listener and perhaps even as 
a participant. 

This progress has been due chiefly to the elimination of 
aesthetic hypocrisy, with the resulting realization that few, if 
any, experts are qualified to lay down cultural laws of any 
kind, least of all in respect to such a fundamentally truthful 
art or so universally instinctive a habit as music. 

So Daddy has gradually but steadily gained in confidence 
as well as honest enthusiasm for something that he always, 
confidentially, rather liked, even when he thought it was “all 
over his head.” Today he is not likely to be overawed even 
by his own obviously superior wife and children. 

The musical education of Daddy began by way of records 
and radio. He had long responded to the obvious appeal of a 
popular tune, and if he happened to hear a bit of actual folk 
music or a lively Foster song, he took it in stride. He soon 
found that a large percentage of the hits of the day could be 
traced back to “classics” of the past, and in time he developed 
into a fairly skillful “Tune Detective.” He still gets a laugh 


out of remembering the time he progressed from sev eral popu- 


lar versions of the Tchaikovsky Piano Concerto (“Tonight We 
Love,” “Concerto for Two,” etc.) to the real thing, recorded 
by Horowitz and Toscanini. 

In this and other ways, the words “classic” and “classical” 
gradually lost whatever terrors they may have had, and Daddy 
found himself listening not only to Tchaikovsky but to other 
composers he had once lumped under the damning term “high- 
brow.” Edvard Grieg became human by way of the musical 
show Song of Norway, while Chopin generated real excitement 
through the motion picture, A Song to Remember, with its 
heroic “Polonaise in A-Flat” and the irresistible “Minute 
Waltz.” Schubert represented religion, sentiment, and melody 
in the easily remembered themes of his “Ave Maria,” “Sere- 
nade,” and Unfinished Symphony. In time the Second Piano 
Concerto of Rachmaninoff was added to his familiar “Prelude” 
as a step toward contemporary music, with Stravinsky’s Pe- 
trouchka, Prokofieff’s “March.” and the “Polka” of Shos- 
takovich supplying a touch of modernism. 

Daddy found himself arguing hotly at a club meeting in 
favor of Brahms over Wagner. He began to pay attention to 
differences of interpretation and suddenly emerged as a violent 
Toscanini fan. 

It was a Rotary luncheon that led to the discovery of Daddy’s 
voice, as something more than a conversation machine. He 
joined tentatively in “America” and “Old MacDonald Had a 
Farm” and even experimented with a few tenor notes on “Let 
Me Call Yeu Sweetheart.” In the shower at the golf club he 
permitted himself a solo rendition of “Love Me and the World 
is Mine,” and it didn’t sound bad at all, especially when it 
was drowned out by surrounding voices. 

Bathroom singing had long been a family joke. Mother once 
suggested that if Daddy could only be wheeled onto the

QO; all true musical instruments, the recorder is the easiest te 
learn to play just as it is one of the cheapest to buy. There you 
have the two vital reasons for thinking of this instrument (it is 
really a family of instruments, but we shall come to that later) 
as a first step in music for your,children and yourself. Don’t look 
askance at the recorder because it doesn’t cost a king’s ransom, 
There are those who love it. There have been many, in fact, 
who have loved it.

ooks are like musicians. Some are creative artists; 

some are mere automatons. We all know the pianist 

who can’t play after dinner because he didn’t bring 
his music. Or the amateur who has learned to play by heart 
the accompaniment of a song in F major, but couldn’t ac- 
company the same song in E major if his very life depended 
on it. Are you that way about cooking? Would you be lost 
if a recipe called for flour and you had only cornstarch in 
the house? If so, you’ve probably looked with suspicion on 
the cook who can taste a new dish at Chambord or Trader 
Vie’s and duplicate it at home the next day. (She swears 
she never saw the recipe.) At the very least, you regard her 
talents as a mystery—just as some people are mystified by 
the pianist who can play a fully harmonized arrangement of 
any melody you might hum, whether he had ever heard it 
before or not. 

But there is no great mystery about either of these abil- 
ities. Much of our dependence on both musical notation and 
cooking recipes comes because educators had a habit of 
treating music and cookery as if they were merely interpre- 
tative arts. Much musical education has been directed toward 
making the soloist, rather than the composer. The hands of 
the cook have been trained, but not her mind. 

Nevertheless, creative talents in both arts can be culti- 
vated. A musician has to train his ear. He has to listen to and 
record innumerable compositions to develop his abilities 
lo recognize intervals and chords. He studies the principles 
of harmonizing melodies, of transposing and modulating 
from key to key. It is this sensitivity and knowledge that 
enables him to play by ear, to compose, to improvise. 

By following the same pattern you can learn to cook by 
ear—to cook creatively instead of by rote. The first step is 
to train your palate—to develop your powers of taste-recog- 
nition by getting new food experiences. Try new dishes, new 
flavors, new foods, new combinations of old foods. 

Most people lack this sensitivity to tastes because we have 
been conditioned to feel that there is something slightly dis- 
creditable about liking food. “The pleasures of the table” 
have been held to interfere with the development of a moral 


sense, Love of fine living has been associated with corrup-

tion and tyranny, and frowned upon as selfish and degrading. 

Sensitivity to sound, on the other hand, and love of music 
have been considered noble and praiseworthy. But, actually, 
there is no such thing as a hierarchy of the senses. Taste 
experiences in themselves are neither “higher” nor “lower” 
than hearing experiences. Our moral character is no more 
adversely affected by meals composed entirely of cream puffs 
than it would be by a steady diet of Strauss waltzes. Each 
is good in its own place and should be part of everyone’s 
experience. Music and food, hearing and taste are both keys 
which open up rich fields of knowledge and enjoyment. 
Artists know this. And they have always loved good food. 

So try to become as sensitive to taste as the musician is 
to sound intervals. Become so familiar with various flavors 
that you can detect them anywhere. Also be as familiar with 
flavors in combination. Get acquainted with the famous 
loves of cookery—peaches with cream, roast beef with horse 
radish, apples with cheese. But too much of even these good 
things can get to be boring. If you cook every day, the con- 
stant struggle is to extend your range. The best way to do it 
is to take your cue from the musician who plays by ear. 


“Cooking by ear” is no special God-given trick. It really 





comes with experience—aware experience. Your taste-train- 
ing will make you aware that food gains by contrast as well 
as by harmony—contrast of flavors, of textures, and degrees 
of richness. Learn to appreciate the counterpoint of sweet 
played against sour, smooth against crisp, fat against lean. 
Aren’t the teeth organs of sense just as much as the tongue? 
They should be given something to do, just as the pastry 
cook does when he sprinkles nuts on top of a cake, or as the 
Chinese do when they introduce crisp vegetables in a mix- 
ture in which everything else is cooked until it is soft. 

But the art of cooking is more than mixing flavors and 
textures, just as the art of music is more than mixing sounds. 
Both arts are based on definite principles of structure which 
the artist must know before he can create his own variations. 
Cooked foods fall into different structure-categories, accord- 
ing to the foodstuffs which go into them, the way in which

le the radiant heat of the sun, beating down on you | 
through the roof over your head, that causes you as 
much discomfort these days as the temperature of the | 
air around you. For summer comfort, therefore, try | 
to keep your roof cool. One of the most effective ways | 
to cool a roof is to sprinkle it with water. A roof that 
heats up to 150 degrees around noon on a summer’s | 
day can be quickly cooled down to 100 degrees with 
a few properly placed sprinklers and a surprisingly 
small amount of water. That’s the main conclusion of — 
a recent series of tests by the University of Florida’s 
Engineering Department, according to staff researcher, | 
G. Ek. Sutton. 

The principle of the sprinkled roof is simplicity it- 
self so it is equally adaptable to old or new houses, to 
flat or gabled roofs, to shingles or tar-and-gravel. It is 
based on the cooling effect of evaporation. It’s like the 
perspiration you never see which cools your skin in hot 
weather. You never see it because it evaporates as fast 
as it appears. Just so, with a sprinkled roof, it is a 
thin film of continually evaporating water which does 
the cooling. Too much water on your roof is like too 
much sweat on your skin—a sign that evaporation is 
no longer working. 

How does a sprinkled roof affect your comfort? 
Well, the most important fact is not that the upper 
surface is cooler, but that the ceilings below it are. 
The University of Florida tests showed that ceilings 
under a sprinkled roof are from 14 to 18 degrees cooler 
than those under a dry one. The water-cooled ceiling 


is not only cooler to the touch; it also radiates only 





one-sixth as much heat down onto the people below it

music that the majority of people 
could enjoy. I have consistently 
tried to present music of wide en- 
tertainment value, but always with 
the thought in mind that the music 
must be tops of its kind regardless 
of the category to which it belongs. 
As our concerts during the “Pops” 


‘season take place seven nights a 


week, each program is necessarily 
and purposely planned to appeal to 
the widest musical taste each eve- 
ning. I have tried to make certain 
that no one shuns our concerts be- 
cause the programs are either too 
classical or too popular. 

While I have never set out con- 
sciously to be an educator, my 
task of making up varied, well-

could be? So the advice on this 
aspect of the evening is to accent 
the simple and the American. 

As for conversation at dinner, 
there are three subjects almost in- 
evitable—two safe and the third 
fraught with danger. The safe ones 
have already been indicated—food 
and travel. The reason that they 
are safe is that the guest, if he is 
at all articulate (and most musi- 
cians, being performers by nature, 
are), will talk with pleasure on 
either subject—by itself or in 
combination. 


HE dangerous and _ inevitable 

subject is, of course, music. And 
the most dangerous aspect of that 
subject is the one most likely to 
come up—the quality of perform- 
ances by other musicians in the 
same field as your guest. For every 
pianist, however modestly he may 
speak, considers himself at least 
potentially a rival to Horowitz and 
Rubinstein, every fiddler a_ rival 
to Heifetz and Szigeti. This self- 
estimate may be entirely justified. 
and your guest may be even ex- 
tremely generous in his estimate 
of his colleagues. Yet he feels in- 
tensely about details, and he is 
likely to be irritated by the opin- 
ions of someone less an expert 
than he is himself. 

It would seem safe, therefore, 
to try discussing singers with in- 
strumentalists and instrumentalists 
with singers. Safe, perhaps, but 
difficult. A performer, like anyone 
else, likes to discuss shop—his

radio had been supplemented by 
a piano of the spinet type, and 
Daddy began to think of himself 
as an instrumentalist as well as a 
singer.

we perceived an improved taste for 
instrumental music, and an ap- 
preciation of true excellence in the 
art among the concertgoing public. 
We think we can now congratulate 
the Society and its friends upon 
this rapid improvement of 
public taste.” 

With more truth than a hundred 
years ago, it can now be said that 
music is being supported “by the 
true lovers of the art,” and that 
these true lovers are numerous. 
Music is much more a part of the 
American existence than the the- 
ater, for example. Not only is the 
audience for music larger but it is 


the 


more dispersed, not being confined 
to metropolitan centers. 


ECOND, we may observe that our 
\} tastes are conservative. We are 
not especially sympathetic to mu- 
sical experiments. The repertoire 
we like is expanding. but the rate of 
expansion is not very fast. We are 
particularly fond of the classics. 
If some like it hot and some like 
it cold, we certainly like it nine 
days old. But perhaps this is not 
a particularly American character- 
istic: The French public, for ex- 
ample, is even more conservative 
than we are. Beethoven, Brahms, 
Tchaikovsky, Mozart. Schubert, and 
Wagner continue to comprise the 
bulk of our concert programs and 
record sales, though certain works 
by more modern composers, works 
by Richard Strauss, Sibelius.

ContTINUED From PAGE 53 
phonograph albums available. Yet 
there are but a handful that meet 
all the requirements for really out- 
standing products. Consider the re- 
quirements which should be met in 
such a selection. 

First of all. the records must be 
entertaining. If they are not enter- 
taining to Robby, Robby will listen 
to them once or twice, and then 
put them aside. Having heard them 
once or twice, no great impression 
has been made on him, so that no 
matter what else the record has to 
offer, it has all gone to waste. En- 
tertainment value must come first, 
no matter what the ulterior motive 


happens to be. 


N determining whether a record 

has real entertainment value. the 
greatest test is. of course, Robby 
himself. What may seem to be an 
interesting story or situation to you 
may not have that intangible qual- 
ity which makes Robby want to 
hear the same story or music again 
and again and again.

there are educa- 
that can be accomplished with rec- 
ords. Unfortunately, most of the 
albums which aim directly at teach- 
ing are so dull that they fail to ac- 
complish their purpose by the mere 
fact that they do not gain the child’s 
attention, and fail to cause him to 
listen repeatedly. There are a few 
exceptions, however. Some of the 
song albums, such as Songs of 
Safety, Songs of Good Behavior, 
etc., are effective. An album called 
Baby Snooks Learns creates inter- 
esting situations with Snooks and 
Daddy whereby children are enter- 
tained and yet learn about good 
table manners, cleanliness, being 
kind to animals, ete. The educa- 
tional values of such albums are 
obvious. 

But when you buy records for 
Robby, make sure you have some- 
thing first of all that will entertain 
him—otherwise you have nothing 
at all. Robby’s first records are im- 
portant to him. They will stimulate 
and enlighten him. They will pre- 
pare the way for more serious en- 
joyment of music, books, the thea- 
ter, and other adult forms of pleas- 
ure and culture. And above all, 
they will thrill, delight, and enter- 
tain him—all at the flick of a 
switch that he can turn with his 
own hand.

the price. But the two most impor- 
tant words in the first two require- 
ments are “please you.” 

When you decide that you want 
to go piano shopping, go to a store 
that has a reputation for reliabil- 
ity in your community. Look with 
suspicion upon one that is constant- 
ly advertising bargains. The sales- 
man, if he is a topnotcher. may 
ask you several questions before he 
even tries to demonstrate his pianos. 
Don’t resent it. He is simply trying 
to help you select the piano best 
adapted to your purpose and your 
purse. He may ask you if you have 
children who are expected to study 
the piano, may want to know the 
approximate size of your living 
room and the type of furniture 
therein. Frank answers to such 
questions will save you much time. 
The salesman is genuinely anxious 
that you be happy with your selec- 
tion for years to come. If he 
sells you a piano, he has the 
fervent hope that you will remark 
to all and sundry, “I just love 
my piano!” He knows that the 
name of the piano is easily seen by 
those who frequent your home. And 
the chances are that his is the 
only store in the community fran- 
chised to sell that particular make.

Bait advertising. There is a 
form of advertising indulged in, to 
a certain extent, by fringe dealers 
in nearly all types of merchandise. 
It is frowned upon by Better Busi- 
ness Bureaus and never indulged 
in by first-class retailers. This 
technique involves an advertise- 
ment. sometimes in the classified 
columns of the newspaper, offering 
a specific item, new or used, often 
mentioned by the trade name, at a 
very low price. When prospective 
customers respond, every effort is 
made to avoid selling this specific 
item advertised, while strenuous 
effort is made to sell other mer- 
chandise at a higher price. In 
other words. the specific article 
advertised is “nailed to the floor.” 
A variant is to show bait merchan- 
dise so obviously inferior in quality 
that no one wants it at any price, 
while attempts are made to demon- 
strate it with assumed seriousness. 
Adjacent to it is much better look- 
ing merchandise at much higher 
prices. It is quite natural for the 
disappointed bargain hunter to in- 
quire about the more attractive 
articles. Unfortunately, a few 
fringe dealers use bait in the 
piano business. Avoid them as you 
would a pestilence! In general—be 


suspicious of “great bargains!” 


Second-hand pianos. In buying 
a used piano, the reliability of 
the retailer is of the highest im- 
portance. During World War II, 
when nearly everything was under 
price control, the Office of Price 
Administration held meetings in 
several cities from coast to coast 
in an endeavor to find a formula 
for ceiling prices on used pianos. 
The attempt was abandoned. Those 
meetings demonstrated that no 
specifications were adequate to 
afix a value to a used piano. One 
well-cared-for piano may _ retain 
much of its original performance 
value throughout the years, while 
another instrument of the same 
make and of the same age. having 
lacked good care, might have lost 
much of its original value as a 
musical instrument. Yet there are 
thousands upon thousands of used 
pianos. reconditioned to a close 


| approximation of their original 


performance, purchased every year. 
It is difheult to think of another 
article, functioning with moving 
parts, that will perform well for 
as many years, if properly cared 


for. Practically all reliable dealers 
operate good reconditioning shops

There is an important structural 
difference between the French 
sauces for meat, and the only meat 
sauce we are accustomed to using, 
which is gravy. The basis of gravy 
is the juice which drips from a 
roast or any piece of meat. We use 
the unthickened meat juice as “pan 
gravy” or what the French call 
“jus.” Or we make thickened gravy 
by subjecting the meat juice to 
heat, and when it is nearly dry, di- 
luting it with water and thickening 
it with flour. In this case, it is the 
action of the heat on the meat 
juice that gives the gravy its char- 
acteristic flavor. The same kind of 
change occurs when heat is applied 
to sugar and to starch. The action 
of heat on sugar changes its flavor 
to caramel. The action of heat on 
starch turns the flavor of bread to 
that of toast. 

But French meat sauces have a 
different structure. They are based 
on essence of meat which has been 
extracted by boiling the meat in 
water, so that the juice does not 
come into direct contact with the 
heat. It is this essence of meat, di- 
luted in water, which is called 
stock. Strong, reduced stock is the 
basis of four out of five of the 
basic French sauces. 


RENCH cookery recognizes five 

fundamental sauces. All the oth- 
ers, with the exception of a few so- 
called “independent” sauces, are 
based on these five. They are: 
brown sauce (espagnole) based on 
brown stock made of beef; white 
sauce (velouté) based on white 
stock made of chicken or veal; 
cream sauce (béchamel) based on 
milk;

old stand-bys which cry to be ex- 
perimented with.

Yet most cooks admit they are 
in a rut, using the same recipes 
and the same ingredients over and 
over again, They confess their con- 
stant refrain is “What shall I have 
for dinner tonight?”

Keys to all your new opportuni- 
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ties are two obvious truths: 1) Fruit 
is no longer a seasonal food; 2) 
Dozens of “new” fruits have ap- 
peared on the market. Because 
they are strange to most Ameri- 
cans, they are, therefore, unrepre- 
sented and unexplained in our 
cookbooks. Do you know what to 
do with kumquats, loquats, passion 
fruits, prickly pears, cherimoyas, 
mangoes, papayas, pomegranates, 
guavas, jujubes, and lichees? Fresh 
figs, fresh grated cocoanut, avoca- 
dos and fresh dates have only re- 
cently become available to us all. 

Some of the new forms of fruit 
(such as the big new family of 
frozen juice concentrates) and 
comminuted apple juice are only 
a few years old. The miraculous 
frozen concentrates are still so 
new and their advantages so little 
realized, that only 18 per cent of 
American families use them, ac- 
cording to one recent survey. 

The developments in processing 
fruits have been so great that, for 
all practical purposes, we can say 
they have created a new world. 
This new world of year-round 
variety makes possible basic 
changes in our diet and in our 
cooking. Our recipes need to catch 
up with our more progressive groc- 
ery stores. 

The canned tropical fruits are 
probably the most exciting, for they 
make possible some really sensa- 
tional dishes. For instance, a can 
of mangoes, a fresh avocado, and 
a blender give you the key to a 
memorable salad.

garden store without cold-storage 
equipment has no business selling 
lilies the counter. Fortu- 
nately, lily bulbs ship well, so you 
can buy by mail from the firms that 
specialize in lilies and store the 
bulbs intelligently. 

Lilies grow best in a mildly acid 
soil—about pH 6.5, if you test your 
soil. The soil must be aerated well. 
Lily roots need lots of oxygen. If 
your soil is inclined to be sticky 
and clayey. mix in peat generously 


across 


—a three-inch layer isn’t too much. 
Lilies need ample moisture in the 
soil, but the bulbs rot if the soil is 
swampy. This is true for all types 
of lilies. Occasionally you do see 
a lily growing wild in swampy land, 
but invariably the bulb rests on 
top of a hidden rock that keeps it 
up out of the flooded soil. Lilies 
are happiest with a flow of mois- 
ture—sub-irrigation—such as you 
might find along a gentle slope.

cation than most. 
4 LL lilies need sunshine and fresh 
Af air. Lily man Jan de Graaff 


calls it “a happy, healthy location.” 


They need a little shade in hot 
climates—filtered sunlight, as un- 


der a shade tree pruned high up 
from the ground. If you can’t grow 
grass in dense shade under your 
tree. don’t expect lilies to thrive. 

Lilies are gross feeders. Despite 
the oft-repeated tales, they thrive 
when fed liberally with compost, 
manure, and plant food chemical. 
Mulches? Yes, definitely. Lilies 
grow best when their roots are in 
the shade, their heads in the sun— 
but lilies cannot compete success- 
fully with strong-growing shrubs, 
or weeds, or perennials. 

Madonna lilies should be cov- 
ered with not more than an inch of 
soil, once they are settled in place. 
Cover other lilies four or five inches 
deep. This is better than the deep 
planting so often recommended. A 
lily planted too deep can’t push it- 
self up, but a lily that is too near 
the surface will pull itself down to 


the level at which it grows best 
under the micro-climate and _ soil 


conditions in the new home.

HOW TO 


It’s a lazy month, for the sun is 
hot and the soil is warm. There is 
little you have to do to get plants to 
grow. Germination is quick, plant 
growth is rapid. But, no matter how 
rapidly plants mature during mid- 
summer and later, in fall they fruit 
slowly. That is the special miracle 


of July and August planting. You'll 


never taste better vegetables than 
those ripened slowly in the fall. It 
brings out the full sweetness in- 
herent in all vegetables. 


You must garden in reverse now. 


Spring germinate slowly, 
grow rapidly as the weather be- 
comes warmer, fruit quickly. You 
catch your crops, as it were, on the 
fly before they become tasteless 
and woody. You dig, you hoe, you 
mulch, and scatter plant food. A

Now it’s over. Take it easy, for 
the best is yet to come and you 
don’t have to work hard to get it.

All 
of the cabbage family: cabbage, 
broccoli, cauliflower, and Chinese 
cabbage as transplants; kohlrabi 
and kale from seeds.

For later plant- 
ing (August 10th), add beets and 
carrots.

Complete your late 
list (August 15th) with Brussels 
sprouts, collards, dandelion, horse- 
radish, lettuce, mustard, parsnips, 
spinach, turnips, and rutabaga. 


That’s a lot of vegetables any way 
you want to look at it. Good diet- 
ary variety as well. Many of these 
vegetables can stand a touch of 
frost and, significantly, their edible 
qualities are improved. Frost on 
Brussels sprouts keeps the small 
heads hard and meaty. Parsnips are 
never as sweet as when pulled from 
nearly frozen ground.

(October 10th in this latitude),

pears. scatter the seeds on the 
surface, cover to the proper depth, 
and mulch. 


Gardening comes naturally to chil- 
dren and most of them like it. The 
trouble is that parents usually in- 
terfere. Certainly children have 
“four feet’ which they can uninten- 
tionally place in the darnest spots. 
They can often damage more plants 
than they grow. So give them a 
small plot (4 by 5 feet) of their 
own, if they want it. They are 
fascinated when a seedling breaks 
through the ground. Eating their 
own carrots is a pleasure and not 
a meal-time chore. 

Children can understand the 
growth and development of a plant 
and its ultimate end in a kitchen 
sauce pan. They enjoy scratching 
the earth and sowing seeds. They 
learn that it takes time, that 
patience is needed to wait for the 
fruiting crop. It is something about 
which they can’t have their own 


way. 


Let your children help you garden. 
Midsummer is the time it is most 
easily accomplished. Give them a 
gourd to plant and they will play 
with the dried fruits all winter. 
They relish a marigold, when it is 
in bloom, out of all proportion to 
the value of the flower. They are 
quick to sense the utility of vege- 
table growing.

ee to 80 per cent of the houses in this 
country are built by operative builders. And that’s 
no accident. There are certain advantages to buying 
a ready-built house which hold, whether the house it- 
self is good, bad, or indifferent. You can get it 
quickly. It will be complete. You don’t have to bother 
with financing because it has already been arranged 
and made available in a “package.” You don’t have to 
worry about the terms of dozens of separate contracts. 
All you have to do is pay your money and sign on the 
dotted line. And you see what you get. 

But like most short-cuts, this method of getting a 
house has its drawbacks. Since a development house 
is designed to meet average requirements, it is ex- 
tremely unlikely that any one house will be just the 
ticket for your particular requirements. In addition, 
you are likely to be confronted with regimented de- 
sign, lack of imagination and good sense in site plan- 
ning, and, frequently, inadequate facilities for trans- 
portation, schools, shopping. 

To buy a house quickly is not, as a rule, the best 
way to get the most house for your money. Neverthe- 


less, good values in ready-built houses can be found 





if you know how to shop for them. This house in 
Fairfax County, Virginia, which sells for $13,750 on 
a 10,000-square-foot lot, is an excellent example. There 
may not be one like it in your locality, but we show 
it to you as a standard of value. Study the features 
that make it an exceptional buy in today’s market, 
and you will learn what to shop for if you must buy 
a development house. 

The luxury of our time is space, enclosed space, 
and that is the first thing to look for. Porches, patios, 
terraces, landscaping, you will certainly want. But 
these can be added at any time, at a cost that is small 
indeed compared to today’s cost for basic shelter. The 
number of square feet of enclosed space you will have 
to move around in is all-important. Think in terms 
of space rather than in number of rooms. 

This house contains 873 square feet, not counting 
the carport, and the 32 square feet of enclosed stor- 
age at the back of the carport (a highly essential item 
in a house with neither basement nor attic). Consider- 
ing the fact that building costs in the Washington 
area are as high as any in the country, this is a lot of

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While the Hinns slept on the floor and cooked on one burner in 
their unfinished house (top), a mental picture of their future 
home (above) sustained their spirits. They looked forward to 
the comforts of a modern house, with large areas of native stone 


to give it the special flavor of the Connecticut countryside.

from rolls of insulation to workman’s old shoes. At that time 
the house was not yet completely enclosed. 

It’s two years now since we started to build. We’ve been 
living in our house for one year. And we figure it will be 
another four months before we can say it’s finished. 

But right now we have space. We have privacy. We have a 
plan that functions well for the way we like to live, and a 
house that’s easy to take care of. Best of all, we have managed 
to get the house we really wanted for the price we could 
afford to pay. The bills now total a little over $15,000. For 
that sum—plus an incalculable amount of our own time and 
labor—we built a house of 2,300 square-foot floor area that 
was estimated by the lowest bidder to cost $40,000. (That 
means our cost was $6.50 a square foot compared to the con- 
tractor’s price of $17.40 a square foot.) 

It took a real crisis to pitch us into the project of building 
the house ourselves. For eight years we had been living more 
or less contentedly in a quaint antique which was the only 
house we could find to rent when I was called east from Chi- 
cago to take a war job. We were somewhat less than con- 
tented with the fact that the sofa in our cellarless living room 


was always just a little clammy to sit on, and water actu-

Meanwhile, we talked a lot about the house we wanted to 
build. For at least seven years I had been designing the 
house. We were blissfully unaware of the fact that it would 
cost more than twice as much as we could possibly afford.

When I first showed perspective sketches to contractors, they 
estimated that that sum would build half the house we 
planned—that is the house you see on page 107 minus two

must keep the air humid. but not dank. It must keep the wind 
out, but not be stuffy. It must give you a breeze in summer, 
but not let the curtains flap and the papers blow. [t must drink 
in all possible sunshine in winter; it must reject most sun- 
shine in summer. It must be comfortable at the same time for 
men who wear heavy clothes and for women who wear light 
ones: for grandchildren who romp and grandparents who sit 
still. It must let you look out, but must keep other people from 
looking in. It must let the air in, but keep out noise, dust, 
bugs, and drafts. It must make you feel nice and protected. 
The old cave stufi—but not walled in. It must blend indoors 
and outdoors together, but still maintain, most of the year, 
a big difference between indoors and outdoors. 

All this is a hard job. Most houses do it poorly. Most of 
the serious mistakes made in building are made on this score. 
Why not study these mistakes and learn? It’s the best thing 
you can possibly do, right now, to prepare for building your 
own house later on. Its a thing you can do wherever you 
happen to be—in a rented apartment, or in the houses of 
friends, in hotels, railway stations, airplane cabins, automo- 
biles, tents, mines, submarines or jails—any kind of enclosed 
space. It’s easy to do. Simply ask yourself: “Why am I not 
comfortable here? What—I mean exactly what—bothers me?” 
Do that for a few weeks, and youll double your understand- 


ing of houses.

tHe patty arts With the coming of the blender, a revolution 





is beginning to occur in our cooking habits 

| | and recipes. The blender adds a new process 

pat —blending—to the bag of food preparation 

Good LIVING techniques that we already know. But it also 

does easily many types of work that have been too labori- 
ous or too time-consuming heretofore. 

For instance, it grinds coffee, aerates orange juice, makes 
special flour, powders sugar, mixes batters, whips cream, 
beats eggs, or chops nuts. It also blends, mixes, grinds, 
chops, pulverizes, and shreds. No one piece of kitchen 
equipment has ever been able to do all this. All this saves 
time and energy. 

The significance of the blender lies in the fact that it 
brings the power machinery of the factory into the kitchen. 
The form in which our food finally reaches the table de- 
pends as much on the tools used in preparing it as on 
the foodstuff itself. For example, boiled dishes could not be 
created until the invention of the pot. Baked dishes were 


not invented until the creation of the oven. 


The blender is a machine which comes bringing gifts 
of its own: new forms of food like blended raw fruits, and 
vegetables homogenized with a liquid base. Another such 
new food is uncooked apple. comminuted in the blender 
until it looks like apple butter but tastes fresh like cider. 
So are the blended fruit purées which merge the flavor 
of the whole fruit—(skin, seeds, and pulp) because all 
of these can be put through the blender—not just the 
pulp alone. Or you can merge the flavors of several fruits. 

But to think of the blender merely as a labor-saver givés 
a very poor notion of what it can do. To get the most out 
of machinery you must think not of the old chores the 
machine will do better, but of the new jobs it will do. 
(Most of the good things in our life today are the gifts 
of machines properly used. ) 

These services point to a whole new cookery and recipe 
development. Ever since the invention of fire we have 
known about cooking with heat. The mechanical refriger- 
ator and the home freezer have taught us how to “cook 
with cold.” The blender adds still another method —“cook- 





ing with mechanical change.” The food which results is 
practically a new thing. 

This principle—of using mechanical change instead of, 
or combined with, heat—has been known for hundreds of 
years. It has been used primarily to save heat. The Chinese 
cut food into tiny pieces before it reaches the stove to 
enable them to cook quickly and save precious fuel. Many 
people pound and mince, which soften tissues of tough 
meat almost as much as heat does. That is why chopped 
meat, no matter how tough the piece of beef, is cooked 
quickly just like a tender cut. 

Even though the blender has been with us for several 
years, we have needed time to get acquainted with what 
it fully means. It invests cooking with an interest and 
excitement which was not possible when slow, mechanical 
hand labor deterred you at every turn. 

The blender typifies the exciting opportunities inherent 
in cooking in this decade. You can enter the kitchen on 
any level you wish. Prepared and frozen foods let you 
operate on the level of the lady with practically no work, 
no responsibility, and no thought. You do not need to 
crush your dress, muss your hair, soil your hands, or use 
your mind. But if you want something more exciting, if 
you want to try and contribute something to the world, 
and have fun doing it, the blender lets you operate in the 
kitchen in the role of inventor. This means operating at 
a very high level. 

For now, with the introduction of such a power 
tool into the kitchen, the housewife has been given the 
means which will enable her to become creative with 
the foodstuffs of today. Too many people think that 


inventiveness in cookery consists of decorating

foods—making flowers out of raw beets, for ex- 
ample. The blender offers other, more rewarding 
goals. It fairly screams at us to use it, not for decora- 
tion, but to diversify the forms and combinations of food. 
This need to diversify our food comes from the fact 
that our food inheritance is from people to whom starch 
was the staple food. (See “Fruits,” House BrauTiFuL, 
August 1951.) This meant that flour got into our food in 


all sorts of imperceptible ways. (Continued on page 182)

This typical Dixie problem confronted Architect Webb } 
in designing his own house. In Macon, as you can see 
from the chart at left. maximum temperatures rise above 
the Comfort Line daily for seven months. In the four 
hottest months. even the lowest temperatures hover around 
the seventies. These temperatures are from Macons 
Weather Bureau. but there are much cooler spots in town. 
The Webbs bought one of those spots and built themselves 
a house on it. Thanks to their location alone, they have 
cooler summers than most of their fellow townsmen. 
You may ask: Why is their lot any cooler than the next | 
one? The answer lies in a well-known meteorological 
fact. In any small, bowl-shaped valley, covered with tall) 


trees. the sun never hits the ground. Thus the earth stays | 





cool and, in turn, cools a thin layer of air nearest it. 
This cool air drains downhill and collects in a pool at 
the bottom, just like water. The result is what the farmer 
calls a “frost-pocket.” In northern climates this is a 
hazard. In Macon it’s a blessing because it means 
cooler summers. To see how cleverly the Webbs made this 


natural asset work for them, study the next seven pages. 








To catch cool air, living-room doors roll out on over- 


head tracks, just like the doors on old-fashioned barns. 





A little woodland stream has been 
dammed to create pool, over and 
around which house is built. Besides 
giving whole house an engaging cen- 
ter of attraction, this pool has a 
stabilizing effect on climate imme- 
diately around it—keeping house 


cooler in summer, warmer in winter. 


The dining room and bamboo-walled 
patio beyond it get afternoon sun 
in winter. But big deciduous trees, 
carefully preserved during construc- 
tion, throw an umbrella of leafy 


shade over entire area all summer. 





Looking southeast across little pond and woodland, you can 


see how tall, deciduous trees give the Webb living room its 
full share of winter sun.

The plot on which the Webbs built their Macon house was 
not considered very desirable because it was “way below 
the road.” Yet, in addition to having the best summer 
climate in town, the land had fine trees, privacy from 
the street, permanent protection of a city park along 
south and west. and a little brook down the center. Archi- 
tect Webb has turned all these “natural resources” to 
good advantage. If you study the plot plan below, you'll 
see that he chose to build at the bottom of the valley 
some 48 feet below street level, because the balmy Macon 
winters raised no problems of ice or snow on the driveway. 
And though the “frost-pocket” effect at the valley floor

If you have an idea that all small houses must have a 
f pinched and meager look, study this one. At the present 
time, it consists of four rooms, none of them regally 
large.

A sure sign of good, small-house design is knowing where to 
be lavish with the space you can afford and where to skimp 
on it.

Fairly large to begin with (13’ x 17’), 
its spaciousness is greatly increased by a high sloping ceiling, 
glass walls on facing sides and low, built-in furniture. 

On a summer night, air in the Webbs’s valley may easily 
be 10 degrees cooler than that on the hills around them. But 
such air may still not be cool enough for comfort—unless it 
is moving. To guarantee this, Webb has wisely placed a big 
attic fan in the ceiling of the bedroom hall (right). This fan 
guarantees air movement by pulling cool air in through low 


windows, exhausting heated house air through roof.

Naturalizing drifts of bulbs in your lawn is 
the best way to make shady places colorful. 
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By Dr. Joseph E. Howland 
House Beautiful's Garden Editor 


re you tired of digging and replanting your spring bulbs each summer? Then 
naturalize them in drifts in your lawn and forget them. They will bloom year 
after year, and you won't even be troubled by the usual messiness of dying 
leaves because you can cut them off with your lawnmower three weeks after the 
blossoms have faded. 

You don't get big tulip blossoms this way, of course. In fact, you 
shouldn’t even try to naturalize the long-stemmed giants, the familiar Cottage and 
Darwin tulips. Instead, grow the dwarf, early kinds, listed in the catalogs as 
Species tulips. Praestans and the two-toned Kaufmanniana (opposite page) are 
exceptionally satisfactory for naturalizing. 

You can naturalize any of the common daflodils, hyacinths, and cro- 
cuses. Again, flowers won’t be quite as big as if you pampered the plants in special 
beds, but, barring moles and rabbits, your bulbs will go on flowering for years. 

All these hardy bulbs multiply more or less rapidly when naturalized. 
You can look forward to a big dividend in extra bulbs every five years if you 


want to dig them. Or you can just let the drift get bigger. (Continued on page 193)

I best way to learn about good food is to eat 
it. The cook who is striving for gourmet status de- 


serves to taste the best food obtainable. Boiled down 
to the fewest number of words, HousE BEAUTIFUL 
recommends that the ambitious cook make a gas- 
tronomic tour of France. 

There can be no argument about this. France has 
evolved the finest, most fully developed, most sophis- 
ticated cuisine the world has ever known.

In presenting to you, the reader, the very fine house shown 
on pages 90 through 101, House Breaurirut is keenly aware 
of the limitations of pictures and words. The more skillfully 
a house is designed, the more intangible, unphotographable 
factors enter into its quality and personality. And intangibles 
don’t photograph. 

In looking at a photograph of a person you miss such 
living qualities as grace of movement, warmth of manner, 
or a musical, well-modulated voice. You also miss such 
spiritual qualities as kindness, imagination, and intelligence. 

In this respect, photographs of a house are like those of 
a person. There is a great deal they don’t tell you. Yet a 
house that is great has a great complex of characteristics 
that affect your sensations and emotions: sights, sounds, 
and smells, forms and symbols. These characteristics build 
up into a whole general set of impressions. 

Having shown you 12 pages of pictures, we would like to 
tell you now what the pictures don’t tell about the Hanisch 
house. What kind of thinking went into the design? When 
you understand the thinking that produced the design you 
then have hold of something that will help you solve any 
problem of your own—whether it is building a new house, 
redecorating an old one, buying a new carpet, or merely 
placing a chair. 

The limitation of the photographs of the Hanisch house 
is that they show you objects without showing the total effect 
the objects create. So when you see a picture of something 
you like, try to see just what it was in the whole situation 
which caused that effect. Only when you are able to do this 
will you be able to work intelligently to create that same 
effect in your own situation. 





Everyone knows how this works in the field of clothes. A 
dress may be a very beautiful thing in itself, but it will | 
create an entirely different effect on different people. In 
houses, as in clothes, it is the effect you are after. In both 
cases the effect can be produced in different ways. The effects 
of the Hanisch house were produced by a sure hand. 

Walk through this house with us again, trying to establish 
the total effects, as created by the numerous parts. The house 
is approached from a quiet, unostentatious side street, 
and through a motor court on the west. The garage projects 
at right angles from the house. Since it opens at the back, 
instead of into the court, your car pulls up against a blank 











wall. The entrance wall of the house is of stone. The entrance 
is marked by a wide door of obscure glass, behind a metal 
lattice of more or less Chinese design. To the left of the 
entrance are three narrow glass slits, leaving parts of the 
wall standing clear, like columns. Further left, the house 
breaks out in another slight, wing-like projection. The roof 





runs across this in a low, long, unbroken line with high 


gables at the peak of the hipped ends. 

Only the size of the structure, the quality of the material 
and the design give the faintest hint that this home might 
be anything exceptional. Even this hint is only apparent 
to the practiced eye. 

But once you pass through the door you are in a different 
world. From the open sunniness of the entrance motor court 
you find yourself in a world of cool shadows and filtered 
sunlight. There is a sound of falling water from somewhere 
inside. The house not only looks cool and feels cool, it sounds 
cool. All the senses are satisfied. You suddenly realize that 
the stone wall in the front of the house is no accident. It 
was designed as a barrier—a well-bred barrier, but a barrier 
just the same. Without being too obvious about it, it enables 
the owner to withdraw from the outside world, from the 
elements as well as people. 

As you stand inside the front door, a wide loggia paved 
in green cement tiles, stretches to the right and left, ending 
visually in each case, though not actually, in a blank wall. 
Straight ahead, with no visible barrier. you look into a 
large court, which seems to be neither inside nor out. Across 
the court, to the right. you look through another wide open- 
ing into a large living room—how large. you are scarcely 
aware at first, because everything is on such a large scale. 
No matter which way you look you get a feeling of great 
OPENNESS. 

The living room is a harmony of light browns and greens, 
the richness coming from the tiniest gradations in tone and 
value. Some rooms are overpowering; some flatter you, make 
you feel as if you yourself looked like a picture in Harper’s 
Bazaar. This one simply lets you alone. Somehow it is a 
delightful feeling. 

As you begin to relax in the atmosphere of the living 
room, you are aware of an effect of RESTFULNESS. You 
begin to look about and you become aware that you can’t 
find any sign of the owner or architect or decorator as an 
individual person. Everything appears to be the product 
of one mind. Nothing pulls on for attention. 

As this effect grows, you begin to pay a great compli-

forwardness, which is often only bad manners. Even recog- 
nition of this kind of art, which appears to be no art at all, 
is quite an achievement in itself. You begin to feel that the 
owners and the designers are all very sophisticated fellows. 
You even include yourself in this knowledgeable club. for 
you are pleased with yourself to have caught the subtleties 
of it all. 


As your analysis continues, you become more and more 
aware of how the effects were achieved and you become 
more and more delighted at the exhibition of skills. For the 
hall now comes to life as an indoor room which seems to 
belong to the outside. The court is an outdoor room which 





partakes of the quality of an indoor one. Both subtly pre- 
pare your mind for the living room, which is substantially 
an indoor one. This, in turn, opens out, on the side opposite 
the court, onto an outdoor room which is really an out- 
door one. 

And how were all these effects achieved? It is really quite 
simple. Both the exposed stone, which makes up the front 
wall of the hall or loggia and the cement tiles on the floor 
of the loggia, are outdoor materials which you associate 
with the outside. Since the hall is frankly a passage way, 
and not a place to lounge or relax, there is very little furni- 
ture such as is necessary in the other rooms in a house. In 
this case, what there is—Chinese teak chairs and a Korean 
chest—is very elegant. It all belongs very much to the 
inside. If this were not so, the hall would pertain too much 
to the outside and the feeling of transition between the in- 
side and out would be lost. Another device, which you don’t 
see, is the acoustic plaster on the ceiling. This deadens the 
effect of footsteps and is a great factor in your total impres- 
sion of the loggia. 

To make the inner court 
pertain to the inside, the 
floor is partly cement, han- 
dled in an inside manner, 
though it is an outside ma- 
terial. The rest of the floor 
is covered with flat, ground 
cover treated literally as a 
carpet. The pool gives an 
indoor feeling because it 
is raised from the ground 
on a pedestal—quite like a 
table. The flowering plants, 
like the pool, are given an 
indoor treatment by being 
set on raised pedestals,

living room is partly the 


result of the softness of 
the finishes, the uphol- 
stered furniture, the wall- 
to-wall carpeting, partly the 
result of the wide overhangs 
on the windows, partly the 
result of the placing of 
the main group of furniture 
in the angle of two window- 
less walls.

race. Part of it is a family private sitting room—really two 
rooms in one, with a pair of bathrooms and a pair of dress- 
ing rooms surrounding it. 

What such planning provides is FLEXIBILITY OF USE. 
It makes it possible for a family, composed of a loosely 
joined group of autonomous individuals, to carry on differ- 
ent activities alone or together, without getting too far away 
from each other but also without getting in each other’s way. 
This quality is further accentuated by the fact that there 
is a playhouse (not shown here) in the corner of the garden. 
A party might be in full swing in the playhouse without

disturbing anyone in the house itself. It is possible for all 
sorts of things to go on at once. There might be a business 
conference in the study, afternoon tea in the living room, 
and another group of entirely different activities centered 
about the playhouse and the pool. One son might spend 
his evening with his parents before their sitting-room fire 
while the other boy is watching television in the study. 

With a big party of 50 or 60 persons in the living room, 
small groups may wander off into the playhouse, the court, 
the outdoor terrace, or the study. The dining room is serenely 
alone, as it should be—if dining is to be worthy of the name.

room walls alone are about 50 per 
cent glass. Our bedding consisted 
of one double box spring and mat- 
tress. The children slept on the 
spring and we slept on the mat- 
tress supported by rolls of insu- 
lation. One by one, the rolls of 
insulation had to be put to the 
use for which they were originally 
intended and the mattress began 
to acquire a deep sag in the middle. 


HEN we finally found ourselves 

on the floor we had to take over 
the box spring and get army cots 
for the children. 

Fortunately, we had radiant heat 
in the floor, or we wouldn’t have 
been able to stay there at all. or 
even to continue the work. That’s 
one thing about radiant heat—you 
can get considerable comfort from 
it even in a wide-open space that 
is the thermal equivalent of out- 
doors. Any other kind of heat 
wouldn’t make a dent. By late No- 
vember the house was finally en- 
closed, but it was several months 
before we got around to caulking 
all the cracks between glass and 
floor. So the wind whistled in, and 
our fuel bills mounted. But we 
counted that as an unavoidable 
item of building expense. 

My wife’s housekeeping resem- 
bled the routine of a camp cook 
for almost a year. At first we had 
only a one-burner electric plate 
for cooking. When that was _ re- 
placed several months later by a 
two-burner plate. she acted as if 
she had suddenly inherited the 
Waldorf kitchens. Until a few 
weeks ago she washed dishes in a 
dish pan perched on whatever was 
convenient, while visitors enviously 
admired our stainless-steel sink 
which was in position but not con- 
nected because we were waiting for 
the kitchen cabinets that had to be 
built first. 

When you are doing your own 
building, you can’t always sched- 
ule the work the way you'd like to. 
Usually you have to put off the 
jobs that provide family 
comfort in favor of those that pre- 


would 


pare the way for other work—like 
a piece of carpentry that has to be 
done before the electrician can pro- 
ceed. But there are a few things 
I certainly wish I had done dif- 
ferently. If I had had the foresight 
to acquire all the materials we 
needed before we started, it would 
have saved weeks of delay while 
we scoured the countryside for ad-

To show you how extensively 
the blender affects all phases of 
cookery, the booklet put out by the 
Waring Company includes 340 re- 
cipes, covering beverages. cakes, 
canapes. cookies, desserts, dessert 
sauces, entrées, griddle cakes and 
waffles. hot breads. ice creams and 
sherbets, omelettes, pies, salads, 
salad dressings. sandwich spreads, 
sauces for meat and vegetables, and 
soups. There are also special sec- 
tions on cookery for children and 
for the sick. 

All of the companies give hints 
on special uses for the blender 
which most of them call “blender 
magic,” or some such. It is hard 
to find old words that properly 
describe new things. 

Vichysoisse, the current darling 
in the Cold Soup Set, is a push- 
over with the blender. You can 
make all sorts of cold soups pat- 
terned after it, using milk and 
whatever vegetables are on hand. 
(Try sprinkling thin slices of wa- 
ter chestnuts on top of these cold 
soups.) 

Another terrific trick, with far- 
reaching implications, is to blend 
ground raw meat with only enough 
water to keep it from clogging the 
knives. This extracts all the juice 
from the meat and gives you a rich 
meat stock in a matter of minutes. 

Water ices can be made by put- 
ting fruit juice and some scooped 
ice in the blender. They come out 
ready to serve. Here is a recipe 
from Knapp-Monarch: 


Lemon Wonder 


1 large lemon, peeled and halved 


3 tablespoons sugar 


Liquidize the lemon (including 
seeds and peel the size of a half 
dollar) with your machine in high.

You can also make a low-f 
French dressing extending yo 
favorite dressing with puréed ra 
vegetables such as carrots. cele 
and green pepper. and a little t 
mato juice. Thus you keep the fl 
vor you like, get a nutritious dres 
ing that adheres. and still redue 
your fat intake. 

The blender helps you cope wit 
allergies—the bane of a cook 
existence. You have never know 
frustration unless you have had t 
cook for someone allergic to whea 
for wheat is a basic part of o 
food. Whether you have this pro 
lem or not, use it as an excuse ft 
experiment with rice. Just to mak 
it easy for yourself. start off wit 
something that is partly prepare 
already—puffed rice. 

Pop some puffed rice into th 
blender. It comes out in the for 
of a flour as soft as thistledow 
with a delicious toasted taste.

The only real deterrent to suc- 
cess with naturalizing is poor drain- 
age in the soil. No bulb thrives in 
soil that stays too wet. Most kinds 
die. Daffodils may struggle along 
for years, but you won’t get any 
blooms until the drainage problem 
is overcome. 

Has tulip “fire” plagued you in 
the past? Then try Kaufmanniana 
tulips. They are remarkably re- 
sistant to this dread disease. The 
extra-toughness of their flower 
petals seems to be too much for 
the fungus to attack successfully. 


LL the spring bulbs make good 
A cut flowers. Kaufmanniana and 
Praestans tulips, though, close up 
at night, and spoil carefully made 
flower arrangements, unless you 
wait until the tulips are four or 
five days old before you cut them. 
The business of closing each night 
isn’t objectionable in your garden 
because the outer side of the petals 
differ in color from the inner side. 
You get the effect of two flowers 
for one. 

Naturalizing isn’t exactly a new 
practice. Our grandmothers used 
it. But it has been overlooked by 
most gardeners for a half century. 
Give it a try yourself. Naturalize 
a few drifts of bulbs this fall. 
You'll find bulb-growing a lot more 
fun than you thought it could be.

Chrysanthemums are among the 
easiest of all garden flowers to 
ments about soil, exposure, or plant 
food. Pests are not particularly 
troublesome: any all-purpose spray 
or dust makes short work of them. 

About the only problem you are 
likely to encounter in growing chry- 
santhemums concerns keeping them 
alive through an unusually rugged 
winter. The chief trouble is poor 
drainage. If the soil stays water- 
logged and freezing weather ar- 
rives, your plants are likely to die. 
Even if you can’t see puddles of 
water, the soil may be so wet that 
when it freezes, your chrysanthe- 
mums are pushed up out of the 
ground by the frost. This naturally 
breaks the roots so that your plants 
then can’t get the water needed to 
keep them alive the next time the 
sun shines.

drained soil. If you are new at grow- 
ing chrysanthemums, stick to the 
following 15 top-rated varieties cho- 
sen as best in the 1950 poll of the 
National Chrysanthemum Society.

windows facing south. It is a lovely 
room, especially when the clouds 
break and the sun starts streaming 
through those windows. You think: 
“T want that, too, in our future 
house.”

A dull little story. But it is 
typical of the kind of thing we 
mean—the kind of thing that is 
so very much worth studying. It 
is typical that a house is almost 
right but not quite. The discom- 
fort is mild. It is typical that you 
clearly realize your discomfort only 
when it stops. (That’s a sign to 
look out for. If, on leaving a 
room, you have a sensation of re- 
lief, you haven’t been comfortable 
in that room.) Typical, also, is 
the reaction of various people as 
they go home. 


R. and Mrs. A disregard the 
whole thing. Like most of us, 
they have been brought up to pay 
no attention to mild, ordinary dis- 
comforts. And, of course, they are 
right. One doesn’t want to be a 
pampered pet. One wants to be 
an effective person who can keep 
operating even if conditions are 
not 100 per cent right. But—if you 
happen to be planning a_ house, 
then comfort is your business. Even 
slight discomfort should make you 
sit up and take notice, as one 
single missing beat of the engine 
makes an airplane pilot sit up! 
What’s wrong? Suppose the un- 
observant A’s built themselves a 
house. Suppose in doing so they 
made the same mistake the Smiths 
have made—only a little more so. 
Instead of a mere flaw, they might 
get really bad discomfort. 

Dr. B says to Mrs. B: “The 
Smiths rather overheat their house: 
it’s not healthy.” He’s right. But 
he stops too soon. Why do the 
Smiths overheat? They are made 
like other people. They are dressed 
like other people. Presumably they 
like it no hotter than other people. 
What’s wrong with their house? 

Says: Mrs: € to Mr. €: =Did 
you notice how hot it got after the 
sun came out? Maybe those win- 
dows aren’t such a good idea after 
all. The sun can certainly make 
it uncomfortably hot, even in win- 
ter.”

HARVEST TIPS FOR YOUR VEGETABLE GARDE 


ContTINUED From 


Brussels sprouts are taken out of 
the ground, stem and all, after 
the frost burns the leaves, and are 
stored (of all places) in the gar- 
age. They don’t seem to mind the 
topsy-turvy temperatures of fall, 
and winter-cold keeps the heads 
crisp. 


Canning, brining, and freezing 
continues at a hectic pace to in- 
sure a plentiful supply of vege- 
tables and fruit for winter and 
spring. Vegetables are selected 
while still young and before they 
become stringy. Fruits are picked 
full-ripe; berries also. Late peas, 
for example, are picked at their 
peak of growth in the late after- 
noon (at that time they will have 
a greater sugar content) and are 
canned or frozen in the cool of 
evening. This gives you better con- 
trol over possible spoilage and re- 
sults in less loss of flavor and tex- 
ture. Some young snap beans are 
packed in brine for dietary variety. 
Cabbages are sliced for preparing 
sauerkraut; green and 
cucumbers are made into pickles 
by the cold-pack method which is 


so simple to follow.

Apples, cabbages, celery, and win- 
ter squash, when harvested at the 
correct stage, are more easily stored 
than preserved. So are numerous 
other vegetables. In fact, home 
storage is the cheapest and easiest 
way to keep many vegetables and 
some fruits for winter use. Also, 
they maintain a better flavor when 
they are stored than by canning 


or freezing.

Most vegetables and fruits 
are 85%, or more, water. Unless 
the moisture content of the air is 
high they will wilt and shrivel. 


Cool and very moist storage is re- 
quired by root crops and apples. 
Keep the humidity high, spraying 
the basement floor if necessary. 
Pile these crops loosely in bins or 
boxes raised a few inches above 
the damp floor. 


Cool and moist is the rule for 
Chinese cabbage, pota- 
toes, and celery. Keep these vege- 
tables in slatted crates or on open 
shelves where the air circulation is 
slow but good.

Dry and cool is the requirement 
dried beans. squash 
and pumpkins. No humidity and a 
cool temperature—45° F. to 60° F.

Sweet potatoes are treated in this 
manner also. The frost, in all sec- 
tions of the country, should kill 
the vines before the sweet potatoes 
are harvested. Moreover, the tubers 
must be cured in the sun (where 
you dug them up) for a week to 
ten days before they become rea- 
sonably edible. If it should start to 
rain, rush the tubers to your garage 
or protect them with a tarpaulin. 


Green onions cannot be stored. 
Use them up as they come from the 
garden. Contrariwise, dry onions 
can be stored for a long time if 
they are properly ripened and 
cured. You can spot a ripe onion 
by the foliage. The neck withers 
first and the leaves, still green, fall 
over. Often you can hasten ripen- 
ing by crushing the onion leaves to 
the ground. Pull up ripe onions, 
leave them on top of the ground 
until the leaves dry out, cut an inch 
from the bulbs and stack loosely in 
crates. If they were rained on dur- 
ing the curing process, be sure to 
dry them out before you place 
them in storage. 


Other vegetables do not need to be 
cured. Pick them young, clean off

wide boards for drainage; nothing 
on the bottom or top. And I agree 
with him that a handful (small) of 
ammonium sulfate scattered over 
each successive layer does wonders 
in hastening decomposition and 
adding some plant food. 


Pruning begins now in all serious- 
ness—although sap may still be 
running. There are several schools 
of thought about pruning: the sum- 
mer pruners and those who prefer 
spring or fall. Mostly, it’s a case of 
common sense and suited to plant 
preferences and habits. I tend to 
think of spring as the time to prune 
for shaping trees and cutting wise- 
ly to insure fruiting spurs. Winter 
for sharp cutting-back to assure 
vigorous summer growth for de- 
velopment and training. Fall prun- 
ing, especially, is done easily and 
slowly—and before growth stops. 
Running sap helps form a winter- 
hard callous and prohibits the en- 
trance of bacteria and fungi into 
the cuts. So. prune young fruit 
trees, particularly the ornamental 
forms which you may be encourag- 






















ing. Cut out the old canes o 
cane-berries (and burn them) 


Sow winter rye as open spot 
pear in your vegetable row. 
in the seeds and let them fen, 
themselves. It’s nice to see a ¢ 
carpet gradually spread over 
garden.

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How to have a fine house 


with six Children 


By Robert W. Carrick 


ome people have the notion that they can’t have a fine- 
looking home until after their children have grown up. 
But look at this house of Mr. and Mrs. Robert Waters. 
It always looks as if it had just been groomed for a party. 
yet they have six youngsters—three boys and three girls, all 
under ten. How do they do it? They planned intelligently to 
begin with. They zoned their house so that there is a separate 
living area for the children, one for adults, and a common 
living space (the barbecue room) which they share—see the 
plan on page 185. 
Then they paid strict attention to the kind of materials 
which they selected to furnish each area. For example. the 
children’s area and the barbecue room have asphalt tile and 


colored cement flooring. This not (Continued on next page)

fully enclosed so that the youngest can be turned 
loose without danger of his wandering off. Also, 
the entire play area is visible through the big glass 
windows in the kitchen. Thus, Mrs. Waters can keep 
a watchful eye on the smaller children without inter- 
rupting her daily chores. 

On rainy days, when most children would make a 
shambles of the living room, the Waters small fry use 


the long play hall that forms the corridor off their

hold chores. Snacks are easily accessible via kitchen door.

By giving children a carefully planned place of 
their own, the Waterses not only protected the more 
fragile furnishings in the adult part of the house, 
but also made it possible for parents and children 
to entertain simultaneously without friction. 

So, by diverting the youngsters from the living 
room—except for quick takes on television—the 
Waterses can easily keep this part of the house look- 
ing its best. And because the part of the house that 
has to take a beating really can take it, it too is

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The Schrolls discovered you can decorate for 


a teen-age boy as long as you don’t carry it 
to such an extreme that it cramps his style.

As a result, the room reflects good 
taste without being fussy or formal. Uphol- 
stered bed is typical of unconventional fur- 
nishings.

L you are trying to live high on a low budget. you are proba- 
bly feeling rather frustrated these days. For if your ideas 
about living well revolve around such things as steak and other 
forms of red meat you are doomed to failure. 

But the red meat approach to good eating is not the only 
one. In fact, eating red, tender meat is a relatively new thing in 
the world, historically speaking, and it is strictly American. 
Several other nationalities have eaten very well (though not 
as nutritionally sound), without an industrialized meat-pro- 
ducing agriculture such as ours. In fact, two of the world’s 
most sophisticated and gourmet cuisines—the French and 
Chinese—were developed in an economy of poverty and 
scarcity. Cooks, all through the ages, have seemed to rise to 
new heights of inventiveness when pressed by disadvantages. 

Today we have a magnificent array of both foods and equip- 
ment such as the world has never known before. But each 
period has challenges of its own. High prices and the artif- 
cial scarcities they create are the challenges of today’s cooks. 
Are we going to meet them successfully and continue to live 
well, or are we going to give up the struggle and become a 
nation of whiners instead of expert cooks. 

House BEAUTIFUL takes a very rosy view of this situation. 
We feel that the pressure of high prices could bring the dawn- 
ing of a truly golden era in American food. For these new 
problems can cause us to sharpen our wits, to really think 
about the basic truths of good eating and sophisticated con- 
triving. The very plentitude we have always enjoyed has un- 
doubtedly made us lazy mentally. Now we shall have to 
sharpen up. 

There are really seven or eight basic principles you can use 
to eat well inexpensively. 

1. Be crafty about your menu-planning. so that the sharp 
edge of appetite has been dulled by the time the eaters get to 
the expensive ingredients. Put a less expensive protein like 
fish ahead of a more expensive one like meat. 

2. Keep on hand at all times a wide and quality selection of 
the “enhancers”: spices, herbs, seasoning powders. olive oil, 
vinegars, juices, tiny cans of mushrooms, ete. Such supplies 
cost very little, for so little does the trick. But they are vita! to 
glamorizing the most lowly ingredients. But they must always

foods at home. The main difference is that the food in the 
canner’s kitchen is to be preserved for later use. so it is cooked 
in airtight containers at a sufficiently high temperature and 
for the proper length of time to destroy spoilage organisms. 
Consequently, our vegetable supply should be considered as of 
quite different types, each of which has its own unique quali- 
ties and uses, and should be cooked in a different way. In some 
cases, the vegetable has the same flavor and color as if you 
had cooked it at home. In some cases, it does not. In using 
canned vegetables, it is important that you distinguish between 
these two types of products. 

In the case of beets, peppers, carrots, baked beans, tomatoes, 
onions, sweet potatoes, yams, winter squash, etc., your problem 
is quite simple. It is merely to add the final gourmet touches 
io a food that is already cooked, the same touches that you would 
give if you had started from scratch. 

However, in the case of mushrooms, peas, snap beans, limas, 
sweet corn, asparagus, etc., the high temperature necessary for 
sterilization results in changes in flavor and color. You can never 
use these products on a gourmet level until you accept the obvi- 
ous fact that they do not taste like or look like fresh cooked ones. 
The minute you accept this truth and begin to treat them accord- 
ingly, the whole picture changes and a whole series of new possi- 
bilities comes into view—a series of taste experiences not given 
by vegetables in other forms. 

The tricks for using these canned vegetables that cannot imi- 
tate fresh ones are obvious. Clearly you should not serve them 
al Anglais—that is, plain with butter. Rather, you should use 
them in compounded recipes where you blend several flavors 
to produce a new flavor. Combine vegetables with herbs, or 
cheese, or smoked meats and sausages, or sour cream. or curry, 


or vinegar, or onions. Or serve them with a rich or a sharp

sauce. If you are using canned vegetables in a salad, marinate 
all vegetables that are to go into it in a well flavored French 
dressing.

Wy. do you mean ‘watch how the sun 


shines on the house’? It shines, that’s all. Some- 


times it doesn’t. What's so special to observe?” 


Now look, the sun shines each day from a different angle; 


a little lower each day, now that summer’s gone. 


“Well, everybody knows that. So what?” 


It’s a Good Thing. Just watch the sun spot made inside a 
room by a south window. Each day it gets a little bigger and 
reaches a little deeper into the room. In July, it used to look 
like the drawing on the left. By the end of November, it is a 
big sunny area like the drawing on the right. As fall turns to 
winter, a bigger and bigger bundle of sun rays comes in. So 
as the season gets colder, the south window becomes warmer—

Our Indian Summer is something no 
other country has. In most parts of the country, the weather 
is really quite sunny till Christmas. And the winter, too, is quite 
sunny in most parts of the country—all through the West, all 


through the Mississippi Valley, on the Great Plains, and in the }f 





South. Even on the Atlantic Seaboard the sun shines in January 





more than half of all light hours. Our ideas of fall and winter | 
are still influenced too much by poems, stories, and sayings of 
Kurope—for example, that by Christmas the world is supposed 
to be deep in snow. But we have only two regions with winters 
of the European type—cloudy and gloomy—the region around 
Seattle, and the region of Toledo, Ohio, Cleveland, Ohio, Buf- 
falo, N. Y., Pittsburgh, Penna. All the rest of the country has a | 


high percentage of fall and winter sunshine. 





“But the days are too short. You are just bark- 
ing up some theoretical tree. Sunshine just has 
no practical importance. Once the summer is 
over, there is nothing to do but to hole in, sort 


of, and get the furnace going.” 


You want to make some easy money? Bet somebody that a 
south window gets more hours of sunshine on a sunny Christmas 
day than it gets on a sunny Fourth of July. Nobody will believe 
you, but it’s true and you win. In summer, you see, the sun rises 
not in the East (as most people think), but more nearly in the 
Northeast. It shines at first into the east windows and, at the 
very first, into the north windows. It doesn’t come around to 
where it can hit the south windows until about 10 in the 
morning. Soon after 2 P.M. it moves around again to where it 
stops shining on the south wall. From then on it shines on the 
west windows and, toward the last, also on the north windows. 

But in winter. the sun rises more nearly in the Southeast and 


sets more nearly in the Southwest. A south window starts getting 


sun the moment there is any sun. And it keeps on getting sun 
until the sun sets. So you see, a south window gets more hours 
of sunshine in winter than in summer. And the sunshine it gets 
12 winter is hotter than in summer, because of the lower angle. 
It all adds up to one thing: A south window turns into a source 


of heat in winter. We ought to use that effect. 


“Use it? How?” 
By having south windows—lots of them, big ones... 


“No thanks. Don’t feed me any big window prop- 
aganda. I don’t want them, Big windows make a 


house too hard to heat. I speak from experience.” 
I J I 


Yes. I know what you mean. Many people say that. And 
they do speak from experience. But if you check into it, the 
experience was always with big windows placed more or less 
evenly north, east. south, and west. Naturally, a north window 
never catches any winter sun. But it lets out a lot of furnace 
heat—even with storm sash fitted. It, therefore, makes the 
house harder to heat. And in winter, an east or west window is 


almost as bad as a north window. 


“T don't follow you there. What’s wrong with east 
and west windows? North windows, I can see 
that. They get no sunshine in winter, But doesn’t 
an east window get the morning sun, and a west 


window the evening sun?” 


No. Not in winter they don’t. At least not enough to count. 
In summer, yes; an east window gets several hours of strong 
morning sun, and a west window gets several hours of hot af- 
ternoon sun. But as the days get shorter, your east and west 
windows get less and less sun. By the time the sun is high 
enough to do any serious shining. it shines much better into the 
south windows than into east windows. And in the evening, 
by the time the sun comes around so it can shine into a west 
window, it is so low down it isn’t very hot any more. That’s 
exactly why I say: In the fall observe how the sun shines on the 
house. You will see for yourself how your east and west win- 
dows rapidly fade out as a source of useful sunshine. You will 
see that. as the season gets colder, the sunshine concentrates 
more and more on the south windows. The thing I want you to 


discover is this: Only a south window is a good window. 


“Granted, Okay. Only a south window gets real 
sun in winter. But I will say the sun doesn’t 
shine every day, and the sun doesn't shine at 
night and, therefore, even a south window will 


make the house chilly if it is too big.” 


Pll go along with that if you will listen carefully. You have 
put your finger on an important point. When the sun does not 
shine, and at night, even a south window will chill a room, It 
makes up for this waste of heat by catching a lot of free-of- 


charge heat during the sunny periods. But just the same, your 
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Big Window will force you to heat hard during sunless periods, 
and you have to have the heating facilities that will do the job. 
So, if you have a window much bigger than the traditional 
window size (even a south window), you do have to “com- 


fortize” it against the sunless periods. 
“Comfortize?” 


Use double glass, and in the most northern belt of this country 
even triple glass, or double glass plus storm sash. Have heavy 
draperies to draw over the window at night. And have heating 
arrangements which “play along” with the window—heat that 
turns itself off when the sun starts streaming in, and_ that 
turns itself on quickly when the sun goes behind a cloud. Heat 
that, during sunless periods, warms you from the same side of 
the room from which the window is trying to chill you, ete. 
That’s where many people have made their mistakes. Tirey 
simply put in a lot of glass and didn’t realize that this would 


mean a lot of changes in the whole design of the house. 


“So you admit that extra-big windows are 
quite an engineering job?” 
An architect's job, yes. IT not only admit it, I ery it from 
the housetops. If you have extra-big windows, you have to have 


the right kind of heating plant. But we’re off the subject. 
“How so?” 


You've started talking Big Windows vs. Small, Traditional 
Windows. But the important question is: “In a house with such 


and such a window area, where shall the windows be?”

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“Well, where should they be? You mean

they should all be facing ... 


Of course. They should all be facing south. The more you 
concentrate your window area on the south side, the easier 
it will be to heat the house. Look at the arrangement above. 

The usual sort of house with windows spaced evenly on all 
sides. Well. with this arrangement, only one-third of all the 
window area ever gets any worth-while winter sun. But switch 
it around, as in sketch, right—same space, same window area, 
but with all windows south. That arrangement is, of course, 


much easier to heat. (Continued on page 305)

| AVING made the suggestions 
that children like dramatic mu- 
sic, storytelling music, and comic 
music, | now must circumscribe my 
suggestions with the caution that 
many exceptions exist. Probably 
everything I said could be gainsaid. 
Children’s tastes differ as much as 
adults’ tastes. They don’t like only 
exciting music. One of my boy’s 
favorites is Mozart’s Eine Kleine 
Nachtmusik, as gentle, restrained 
a composition as you could find. 

Let’s not set up any hard and 
fast rules of what is suitable chil- 
dren’s music. Nor does it make any 
difference what kind of music chil- 
dren like, as long as they like

music. There is no such thing as 
music that is unsuitable for chil- 
dren. There are books that are un- 
suitable for children. I would 
hardly give Dangerous Acquaint- 
ances or From Here to Eternity to 
a youngster to read. But he can 
listen to any music because musie 
by itself, stripped of explanation, 
titles, or program notes, has no 
social message, and is _ neither 
moral nor immoral. We adults may 
feel certain music as being sedue- 
tive, but I doubt whether a child, 
listening to Salome’s Dance of the 
Seven Veils, would be “corrupted” 
by the music. No, of course not. 
Even Salome’s last apostrophe to 
the severed head of Jokanaan may 
well be proper music for children. 
The Rite of Spring at its first per- 
formance violently shocked and 
shook an adult audience. It did 
so not only because of its disso- 
nances but also, I think. especially 
because of its “immorality.” an 
immorality which was  demon- 
strated by the accompanying bal- 
let but was hardly innate in the 
music itself. Now children listen to 
it. And that’s as it should be.

A particular treasure is the en- 
velope of a year-old letter from 
Grandmother, though the letter it- 
self has been lost. 

All this lies around the room. 
When you plan the room, when you 
decorate it, when you furnish it 
you must plan to cope with the 
child as a collector and you must 
take into account the natural un- 
tidiness of children. It seems to 
me that a child’s room ought to 
contain few objects, and those it 
does contain should be large and 
substantial. The furniture, even 
for a small child’s room, ought 
not to be itsy-bitsy. Little objects 
just add to the confusion. They 
are also likely to get broken. You 
are not going to stop ball playing 
in a room altogether. The ideal 
child’s furniture, from a_child’s 
point of view, should be capable 
of having a ball bounced against 
it. Surfaces should be hard and 
simple. While I do not suggest that 
a child’s room should look like a 
hospital room or be devoid of the 
kind of beauty and warmth that 
a good picture on the wall lends 
to a room, I do suggest that the 
room be underfurnished and that 
there be as much unused closet 
space as possible. Soon enough such 
space is going to be filled up with 
stray objects.

N MENU making, a few simple 
principles are of more help than 
all the recipes in the world. It is the 
relationship of the foods to each 
other, rather than the foods them- 
selves, with which you are con- 
cerned, for you are interested in 
building up a whole—the dinner. 
Concern yourself with the over-all 
effect given by each food; that is, 
- whether it is bland, sharp or rich. 
For example, potato soup is a bland 
dish, fried chicken with cream 
gravy is a rich one, sliced oranges 
are sharp in flavor. 

In menu planning, which (it 
can’t be repeated too often) is the 
art of making a composition of your 
meals. you are also concerned as 
to whether foods have contrasting 
colors, whether they are soft or 
crisp in texture. formless or shaped

You can change the whole 
tone of a simple meal by using a 
small amount of something unusual 
or rich. | remember a most success- 
ful meal which started off with 
Russian Beluga caviar. It so “set 
the tone” of the dinner that no one 
noticed that there wasn’t any meat. 
Actually the caviar cost as much as 
steak would have. (Of course, the 
substitution of caviar for steak isn’t 
being recommended as the way to 
feed a family, but that was not the 
aim of the dinner. 

If you want to serve epicurean, 
well-balanced meals and still keep 
within your budget, read Economy 
for Epicures, by Mary L. R. Taylor.

The amount of vinegar 
depends on your taste; ditto sugar. 
Vary both until you get what you 
like. Add the peas. Season with 
salt and pepper and cook till hot.

For a vegetable shortcake using 
peas, make a white sauce substi- 
tuting part of liquid from canned 
peas for milk; add peas, chopped 
pimiento and onion juice; serve 
on baking powder biscuits. 

Or braise celery in liquid from 
canned peas; add peas and heat 
thoroughly. 

Or add canned peas to scram- 
bled eggs and serve plain or with 
tomato or Creole sauce. Good for 
main luncheon dish. 

Or cream peas and sprinkle with 
curry powder; serve with chicken 
or lamb dishes. 

Try combining peas, sliced hard- 
cooked eggs and sliced cooked po- 
tatoes in casserole; pour medium 
white sauce over all and sprinkle 
with buttered crumbs; bake in 
moderate oven to heat through. 

For luncheon yariety, peas may 
be heated in leftover meat gravy 
with bits of meat and served on 


toast or in potato nests. 


Frozen vegetables 


are slightly cooked 


If you live in a cold climate, 
frozen vegetables will be fresher 
than the fresh market vegetables 
you can find in stores in winter. 
That is, they will be closer in 
time to the field. (For freezing 
only stops time still.) Using them 
is, therefore, a “different kettle of 
fish” from using canned ones. Suc- 
cess with them is more technique 
in handling than in recipe for- 
mulation. 

Properly frozen green vegetables 
come very close to having the flavor 
of their fresh counterparts. With a 
few exceptions, such as tomatoes 
and some salad plants, almost all 
vegetables can be satisfactorily 
frozen. Freezing changes the tex- 
ture of vegetables, while the color 
and flavor remain approximately 
the same as when fresh. In cooking 
frozen vegetables always remember 
that they are partly cooked when 
they reach your kitchen so they 
require a shorter cooking time than 
fresh vegetables do. Also, they are 
like fresh vegetables in that their 
special qualities can be spoiled 
by overcooking. (Very likely the 
people who are against frozen 
vegetables are cooking them too 
long.) However, if you still object 
to the somewhat greater softness of

frozen vegetables, it stands to rea- 
son that you should attempt to 
cook them in some form in which 
texture is not important, such as 
in soups or soufflés. 

In general, aside from shorter 
cooking time, the recipes for using 
frozen vegetables are the same as 
those for cooking fresh vegetables. 

Much of what has been written 
about frozen foods has been to help 
those who wanted to do their own 
freezing. Now, frozen foods are on 
the market to such an extent that 
they are available to everyone 
whether one has a freezer or not. 
Therefore, everyone should know 
something about commercially fro- 
zen foods and how they are han- 
dled and prepared. One of the 
best books to give an over-all pic- 
ture of freezing is The Freezing 
Preparation of Foods, by Donald 
K. Tressler and Clifford F. Evers, 
The Avi Publishing Company, New 
York, 1943. It should be in the 
hands of every woman who is in- 
terested in the use of frozen foods 
in cooking. The chapter of “The 
Cooking and Serving of Frozen 
Foods,” was prepared by Faith 
Fenton, of the College of Home 
Economics at Cornell. 

Professor Fenton stresses the 
fact that the final quality of frozen 
foods on the table depends as 
much on how the food is handled 
after it reaches you as it does on 





how it was treated before. Here are 
some of the things she says. 

Don’t let vegetables thaw slowly 
because this causes undesirable 
changes. It is best to cook frozen 
vegetables before they have begun 
to thaw. However, broccoli and as- 
paragus should be thawed enough 
to be broken apart so that they 
will cook evenly. Frozen spinach 
should be cut into one- or two-inch 
squares before cooking. 

Don’t overcook frozen vegeta- 
bles. Since they are already soft- 
ened by blanching and freezing, 
this is easy to do. In general, 
frozen vegetables require from half 
to two-thirds the cooking time of 
fresh vegetables. 

The color of green frozen vege- 
tables has been stabilized so you 
don’t have to take precautions to 
save the color as you do when you 
are cooking fresh vegetables. 

Frozen vegetables can be cooked 
in the oven. Heat frozen squash in 
a covered casserole. Put frozen as- 
paragus or frozen peas in a well- |

for a vertical wall, facing south, the same business works 
out the other way round. In summer, the sun hits the wall 
at a shallow angle (sketch on left at bottom of page 305) 
and, therefore, cannot heat it much. In winter the sun 
hits the wall more squarely (see the sketch on right at 
bottom of page 305) and has lots of heating power. 


“Then you might say when the country in 
general has summer, a south wall has a sort 
of private winter of its own. And when the 
country has winter, a south wall has a pri- 


vate little summer.” 


Exactly. You might say the south wall of a house has 
a sort of automatic built-in climate that keeps it cool in 
summer, warm in winter. And that is why a house should 
always face south with all its important rooms. You know 
you can feel sunshine right through a solid brick wall? 


“You mean the cosmic rays, or something, 


shine right through the brick?” 


Nothing as fancy as that. Here is what I mean, and it is 
another thing you will observe this fall in your own house 
if you watch for it. Suppose it is a cold, cloudy day, and 
the house is a bit chilly. All of a sudden the sun comes 
out. Ten minutes later you will feel much warmer in the 





room. Why? Simply because the sun warms the outside 
surface of the wall. That immediately slows down the 
seepage of heat through the wall from the warm inside 
of the house to the cold outside. A few minutes later, the 
inside surface is a few degrees warmer. And those few 
degrees make all the difference to the people in that room. 
They stop that nasty chilling effect a cool wall has even 
in a well-heated room. 


“You mean, then, all rooms of a house 


should face south?” 


I mean, the most important rooms should face south, 
Don’t waste south-facing space on halls, bathrooms. utility 
rooms, garage, etc. Perhaps the dining room, or dinin 
alcove, which is used only a couple of hours per day, neal 
not face south. But the main rooms should, at almost any 
cost, even if it means that the house “turns its back on the 
street.” or that it faces the neighbors, or whatever. 

The time to have this in mind is when you select youn 
lot. Ask yourself, on this lot—a house facing south—how 





does it come out? Perhaps the lot practically compels youl 
to face north or west (the two worst directions). Well, a 
clever architect can almost always figure out a way to let 
you have your south exposure after all. If you will leat 
through your back issues of House BeauTiFuL, you willl 
find many such solutions, and if you can’t find any satis? 
factory solution, reject the lot and find another. 


“No exceptions allowed? We want to have 
an east bedroom with the morning sun 


shining in. Is that bad?”

There are always exceptions. There are places where 
| you want morning sun so badly, both summer and winter, 
_ that architects prefer to have a house face southeast or 
east, even at the cost of losing the most effective winter 
sunshine. For example, in the mountains, the mornings 
are often so cool, even in summer, that big east windows 
are most welcome. In other places, Florida, for instance, 
the summer nights are so damp that summer morning sun 
is needed to dry out the house. Then, for example, a sum- 
mer cottage needs no winter sunshine, of course, but it 
needs summer morning sun in most parts of the country. 
It’s a question of what you want. For most parts of the 
country, for most purposes, you want to face south. 


“But the development where we want to 
build has winding streets, and you are re- 
quired to build the house parallel to the 
street. We won't be able to face our house 


exactly south.” 


| That’s okay, too. In fact, if you have hot summers, the 
_ very best direction to face is probably not straight south, 
but twisted around a little toward the east.* That way you 


* (Since air temperatures are highest around 2 to 3 p.m., even though solar 
radiation is at Its peak at 12 M., the total environmental heat gain (radiation 
plus convection) cccurs around 2 p.m.

should be well-rotted cow manure 
—if you can afford it and obtain it. 
There is no better way of insuring 
fat, succulent spears of asparagus 
the following spring. 


A new mulch is catching the fancy 
of gardeners in the Central and 
Western states—corncobs, finely 
ground. This mulch has the advan- 
tage of being light and easily 
handled. It has a whitish-yellow 
color as you take it out of the bag, 
but air and moisture quickly re- 
duce it to a neutral brownish-gray 
that blends nicely with your soil 
and your plants. Plant food is not- 
ably lacking, although the ground 
cobs do contain some sugar which 
leaches into the soil and stimulates 
bacterial action. As a conditioner, 
the ground corncobs are incorpor- 
ated into the soil rather rapidly 
and improve the soil texture and 
moisture-holding capacity. One mid- 
western horticulturist insisted that 
the mulch of ground cobs reduced 
his watering by half during the 
summer months. I’m going to try 
this mulch as a winter protection 
for the strawberries. It is as light 
or lighter than peat and doesn’t 
get as soggy by spring. Also, its 
insulating characteristics should 
be uniquely suitable to the berries. 


Plant blueberries now and enjoy 
a real dessert or breakfast delicacy 
next year. During the past 25 years 
blueberries have advanced from a 
swamp fruit to a table luxury that 
is difficult to surpass. There is no 
trick to growing them if you can 
provide a reasonably cool summer 
and only a modicum of winter 
freezing or cold weather. I have 
grown them in, of all places, the 
far Southwest; maintaining them 
in Dutch beds beneath the cool 
shelter of large oak trees. Naturally 
in warm areas the life of the shrubs 
is limited to seven or ten years, but

Your Future Way of Living 


You will strip your life more and more of the unessential 
encumbrances: the bric-a-brac you have to dust, the dishes 
that can’t be put in the dishwasher, the carpets that show 
every footprint, the carvings that catch dust, the curtains 


that have to be washed and starched every three weeks. 


You will replace these possessions with things that serve 
you without your serving them—things that are beautiful 
but which are also fitted to their purpose, things that mini- 


mize maintenance instead of asking for it. 


Your attitudes about upkeep and maintenance will cause 
you to find beauty in things you didn’t realize were beauti- 
ful. These same attitudes will shift your habits. manners, 
and customs toward informality. Your entertaining will be 


just as gracious but less strained, less of a chore. 


Your house will focus more and more outward toward the 
outdoors through glass. Glass will stop the weather, but the 
real walls of your house will be the outer edge of your 
garden, where fences and screen plantings will be the real 
barrier walls of your house, that give you privacy, enclose 
you. As a result, your rooms will seem bigger than you 
ever dreamed possible. Also, as a result, you will instine- 
tively want all your indoor furnishings to merge sym- 
pathetically, in color, texture, and pattern, with nature 
outdoors so there will not be any sharp line of demarcation 
at the glass wall. This merger will produce subtle changes 


in what you consider desirable and beautiful. 


Even if you don't live in a house, your apartment will re- 
flect these same decorating and furnishings tendencies. For 
this attitude (about walls not confining us and the beauties 
of nature) is one of the big social forces of this century. 


To understand why, read Dr. Linton’s article on page 298.

You will like Textures 


The biggest style news in the home field is the high rating 
of texture. Watch for texture in everything—furniture, ar- 
chitecture, fabrics, wallpapers, floor coverings. The texture 
may be real and three dimensional. Or it may be the 
effect or merely the impression of texture. Or it may be 
achieved by emphasizing natural irregularities of the ma- 
terial, such as the grain in wood, or the slubby nature of 
some threads, etc. Or it may be accomplished by three-tone 
or four-tone effects to produce a look of tweediness or 


graininess, even on a smooth surface. 


This liking for the textural look is bringing natural mate- 
rials into style prominence. For natural materials have 
interesting variations which can be played up, featured 
as the design, made to take the place of ornament. Our 
liking of texture produces a preference for the hand-woven 
look in fabrics, where character rather than evenness is the 
aim. It is bringing brick and stone inside our rooms as 
interior finishes. It is making wood popular for walls; it 
is bringing back into style grass and rush matting; reviv- 
ing grass cloth wallpaper, upping the demand for rough- 
sawn lumber. creating a brand new type of furniture finish 
(see pages 204-205), causing a revolution in floor cover- 
ing styles. The trend is away from the shiny and uniform, 


and is toward the dull, glowing, and variable. 


The 4 gauges of good design in our times: 


beauty. simplicity, convenience and utility. 
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Styles in homemaking are somewhat like a layer cake that is always being added to from the top. 


New styles build up like layers, on top of old styles. And the old ones on the bottom 


crumble away after a 20-to-30-year period. Favored styles of the last few decades will continue to 


be seen, for people do not discard old houses or old furnishings till they wear out. But 


new styles, that will characterize the decade of the 50’s, have come into being. They are 


well enough crystallized so that Housr BeautiFut can describe them for you quite exactly 


You will like Landscape Colors 


There is a positive, pronounced trend (in both decorating 
and architecture) to landscape colors: the warm browns, 
beiges, and grays of soils, sands, rocks, bark; the multi- 
tudes of greens in leaves, grasses, ferns; the delicate colors 
of the sky and of sunsets. You will make no style mistake 
if you use these colors in the same way Nature uses them. 
Use ground colors underfoot. On walls and ceilings use the 
colors Nature uses overhead. Nature, the best stylist of 


them all, can be your guide and master, your inspiration. 


Flower colors will continue to be popular, but used in the 
same proportions as they are used by Nature—that is to 
say, in small quantities and as accents against the other 


less brilliant colors. 


It will be stylish to combine several colors to make another 
color. This can happen only when a textured surface is 
involved, because then different parts of the texture can 
be different colors. See pages 196-197, 200-203. Tweedy 
types of fabrics, salt and pepper effects, stippled effects, 


irregular textural effects are all coming in, 


Watch the new tendency toward monochromatic color 
scheming, in which you do a whole room or a whole house 
in many shades of one color with a very small percentage 
of accent color used only for sparkle. These new color 
schemes look deceptively simple, but can be really quite 
sophisticated because so many subtle gradations of color 


can be worked in. 


You will like Landseape Patterns 


Patterns that derive from Nature are the strongest con- 
tenders for style in the foreseeable future. Nature forms, 
commonly found in the average landscape, are currently 
the darlings of the designers as well as of the public. Par- 
ticularly stylish are those nature forms which previously 
did not inspire the designer: driftwood, mushrooms, field 
grasses, wildflowers, ferns, the veins in leaves, bamboo 
stalks, pussy-willows, seed pods, thistles, dandelion puff- 
balls, lichens, etc. We are all suddenly noticing the close- 
up beauty prevalent in the natural scene around us. Nature, 
as she arranges herself without man’s aid, seems to be a 
dominant style inspiration of this decade. It is an infinitely 
rich design source, which has only begun to be tapped by 
designers and stylists. It is undoubtedly a mood which will 
last for a long time, since it is so compatible with our 
outward-turning houses and the strong upward surge in 


the use of glass. 


You will like Integrated and Organic Designs 


Whether it is architecture, or furniture, or a teacup, you 
will have a growing liking for the kind of designing known 
as “organic.” An organic design is a form which expresses 
the innate character of the thing. It results when all the 


elements of an object integrate completely into one whole.

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LANDSCAPE COLORS 


The best color system ever devised in the history of the world 
’ 
awaits you outside your windows. You’ll make no color mistakes if you 
use Nature’s color schemes for your decorating. 
For all Nature colors are compatible with each other. 


You can use them everywhere, with safety and confidence 


QO, the opposite page you see only a handful of the 
thousands of beautiful colors that occur in the everyday 
landscape. They are there to remind you of the multitude 
of foolproof colors and schemes awaiting you outside 
your windows—waiting to be picked for decorating use 
inside your rooms. 

Nature is infinitely wise about color. She never makes 
a color mistake. The colors of the things that make up 
the landscape are always colored agreeably—never 
shrieking or posturing for attention, always blending 
with each other agreeably and modestly. 

There has been a lot of nonsense written about “the 
right color’—as though certain colors are better some 
years than other years. All colors are always good colors. 
The real problem is: How are they used? Are they com- 
bined pleasingly? Are they used logically for the work 
they are supposed to do? Do they compose together, en- 
hance or spoil the objects seen against them? Do they 
“knock your eye out,” shrieking at you so loudly they 
give you no peace? Or do they merge together so agree- 
ably that you are rested and happy? 

There is no such thing as a bad color, per se. But there 


can be a bad use of color. A color can be surrounded with 


other colors so it seems bad. Or it can be used in too 
generous proportions, if it is a strong, violent color. 

There are styles in the way we use color. These styles 
last 15 or 20 years, and are always tied to bigger move- 
ments in taste. When the taste for 18th Century English 
decorating was in its ascendency we used 18th Century 
color, proportioned and combined in an 18th Century 
manner, using large areas of dark greens and dark reds, 
smaller areas of gold, ete. in the traditional schemes of 
that time. Now those same colors are still being used, 
but in a different, untraditional manner. Styles in color 
combinations change, but good colors go on forever. 

It is clear beyond question that we are presently drawn 
to colors of Nature, used in the manner Nature uses 
them. Landseape colors, and schemes that combine land- 
scape colors the way Nature does, are the “best-sellers” 
in all types of merchandise which have large-area use— 
paints, floor coverings, wallpapers, curtains, uphol- 
steries, etc. Small-area merchandise (such as towels, ac- 
cessories) may be brilliantly colored, since these small 
things will look right against the quieter or grayed colors 
of the large areas. Use these principles and you will like 


to live with the result for a long time.

By all sorts of economies, we were able to hold costs 
down to $11 a sq. ft., while standard costs in our area 
were running at least $15 to $17 a sq. ft. Yet it was 
these very economies which produced the qualities of 
style which the rest of our staff find significant. 

This is reasonable enough, for all basic styles (as 
opposed to fads and fashions) are produced by social 
and economic forces. And it stands to reason that to- 
day’s rising building costs are bound to lead to new 
concepts of what is good and beautiful in architecture. 
Necessity is the mother of invention, stylistically as 
well as mechanically. 

Another factor governed this design. Any house like 
ours, with whole walls of glass, must fit companionably 
into its surroundings. It has to, since the landscape 
becomes the wall itself. This fact led us to carry the 
textures, colors, and forms of the landscape into the 
house itself. But this is not a private discovery, for 
thousands of other homeowners must have come to the

Floor, walls, and ceiling of the bedroom are all panel ma- 
terials.

Your home is one of the battlefields where 
the big controversy of our times is being fought out. The 
direction your taste takes during the next ten years can 


influence the course of human progress 


oday the grandest of ail disputes is that between those who 
are determined to manipulate man as though he were a 
machine and those who hope, on the contrary, io let him 
grow like an organism.” 

Whether our future is to be totalitarian or free depends entirely 
upon which side wins the dispute. Nearly every thought we think 
and nearly every taste we cultivate is part of the choice that we 
are making. 

The houses we live in, the gardens we do or do not cultivate, 


the very decoration of our walls, proclaim where our own sympa- 





thies lie and subtly influence our own convictions. 

Do they suggest the world which lives and grows, or the world 
which obeys the laws of the machine? Do they remind us of the 
natural universe in which every individual leads its own individ- 
ual, unique, and rebellious life? Of the universe where nothing, 
not even one of two leaves, is quite like anything else? Or do they 


accustom us, instead, to feel more at home in surroundings where 





everything suggests only machines and machine parts, that do as 
they are told and could never have known either joy or desire? 

It is certainly no accident that the totalitarian philosophies are 
those which want to make mechanistic theories the official philos- 
ophy of the state. If man is nothing but a machine, if there are laws 
of psychology precisely analogous to the laws of physics, then he 
can be “conditioned” to do and to want whatever his masters decide.

Even if he has time for contemplation, then everything which he 


By Joseph Wood Krutch contemplates, even the very pictures on (Continued on page 270) 











eals based on big, hearty soups are one of the best 

ways to cope with high prices and the one-woman 

kitchen. By “big soups” I mean soups in which meat, 

vegetables, and broth are all eaten together in one 
dish and which supply both the bulk and the nutritive values to 
serve as the main part of the meal. If their nature is understood 
and they are made really interesting, the rest of the meal need 
be only a mixed green salad. a good tasty bread, and a light 
dessert of fruit, cheese, or sweet. 

One-dish meals are very much in the spirit of the times. 
Simple meals built around one big interesting dish are born 
of the same attitudes and social conditions as our little houses, 
built around one big glamorous room. They both spell easy, 
informal living. 

Much has been said already about the one-dish meal revolv- 
ing around the casserole, which is cooked in the oven. But the 
casserole has a twin, the hearty peasant soup. cooked in a pot 
on the top of the stove. Both are interchangeable in the menu. 
Often the soupy casserole and the big hearty soup are very hard 
to tell apart if you want to be strict in your classification. They 
are alike in that they are easy to make and easy to serve. 

Too little attention has been paid to the “big soup” which 
requires the knife, fork, and spoon. Perhaps this neglect is 
due to the fact that such soups were originally peasant soups, 
requiring all sorts of laborious preparation and long slow sim- 
mering. And we have not fully realized how we could achieve the 
same results using the short-cuts of modern, processed foods 
that are already partially prepared. 

Meals based on hearty soups have a long and colorful

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Ge styles are changing too. It could not be other- 
wise, now that gardens are merging with indoor rooms, 
or are turning into roofless living rooms. New requirements 
emerge as these new situations and our new wants crystallize 
in our minds. 

One of the new requirements is that we want our gardens 
to be just as beautiful in winter as in summer. When the 
garden is practically in our laps in the living room we can- 
not tolerate an “off-season.” When the garden is inches 
away from our dinner plate or the book we are reading, it 
is no pleasure to be confronted with dying flower stalks. 

So different practices are developing about how to plant 
a garden. We have new goals. We strive for permanence and 
low maintenance. We get our effects through foliage compo- 
sitions that produce interesting contrasts in textures. We use 
trees and shrubs whose trunks and stem patterns are exciting 
the year round. We lean heavily on broad-leaf evergreens be- 
cause they are so satisfactory for winter gardens. We play 
up conifers for the same reason. 

In short the trend is to “foliage gardening,” whereas it 
used to be “flower gardening.” We stitl grow flowers, but 
more about that another time. 

What is foliage gardening? It is the getting of exciting 
(and permanent) textural effects through the juxtaposition 
of different kinds of leaves as they are seen against other 
natural landscape materials—rocks, bark, fencing, paving, 
etc. The possibilities are limitless, for there are so many 
hundreds of basic elements that can be manipulated. 

There are the ground cover materials: grass, ivy, pachy- 
sandra, dichondra, myrtle, and the like. Then there are the 
tree and shrub foliages, which range in texture from fine to 
coarse, and which also include the deciduous and herbaceous 
materials that have exciting seasonal variations. In addition 
there are hundreds of textures available in the inanimate 
structural materials used for the architectural part of the 
house and garden. 

Trees and shrubs have a relatively coarse or fine texture, 
depending mainly on the size and shape of the individual 
leaf. A shrub with large leaves produces a coarse textured 
effect in the mass. One with small leaves has a fine textured 
effect. Similarly, the shape of the individual leaf and the 
way it is arranged on the branch gives definite pattern to the 
mass. Just as the size of the leaf gives texture to the mass, 
the shape of the leaf gives pattern to the mass. It is important 
to maintain a relationship or sequence of both size and shape, 
texture and pattern. 

Compare the texture of two different leaves—camellia and 
buddleia, for example. One is leathery, smooth, and glossy, 
and the other hairy, rough, and dull. One has a smooth, 
fine texture, and the other a rough coarse texture. That is a 
microscopic close-up view of two tiny spots in a garden.

western sun

i many parts of America there are fine west views which are pretty 
tough to enjoy. Not that people don’t try. Along Florida’s west coast, 
in Denver and the High Plains, all along the Pacific Coast, people 
buy “view lots” and build picture windows—and find that for part of 
the day they are a menace. To keep out the low, hot, western sun, they 
swathe the glass with awnings, blinds, shades, and curtains. In so 
doing, they lose the view for roughly a third of every day. Yet it is 
possible to open up a house to a west view and still protect it from the 
blistering afternoon sun. The house you see on these pages proves it. 
It was built to take advantage of a magnificent view out over the 
Pacific from the pine-clad hills near Carmel, California. This view, 
obviously, is due west. Due west here means hot, glary sunshine or 
cold, foggy winds off the ocean. How to filter out the bad climatic 
aspects of this wonderful view was the problem. The answer: an 
eight-foot overhang and a second “wall” of pivoting translucent 
screens, ten feet out from the house on the outer edge of the terrace.

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New Rules help home building 


By Miles Colean 


You can build a house of any 
size or cost. But how much metal 
you can use is limited. There 

are, however, many ingenious ways 


to build within this limitation 


he federal government has changed its house-build- 
ing rules for a third time in a year. No longer is there any 
limitation as to the cost of houses that may be built under the 
regulations of the National Production Authority; nor is 
there any longer a restriction on square feet of floor area as 
we told you in our July issue. 

All this is out the window. A completely new system has 
been substituted. According to the new plan, which went 
fully into effect the first of October, no one may begin any 
kind of construction that requires critical metal materials 
(steel, copper, aluminum) without a specific authorization 
from NPA. However, for certain limited amounts of steel and 
copper, the builder of a single-family house may submit his 
“self-authorization” and automatically receive his allotment. 
This means a big saving in delay and red tape. It also means 
more freedom in building. 

Forms for the “self-authorization” may be obtained from 
your nearest Federal Housing Administration office and all 
applications must be submitted to that office. If you employ 
a general contractor, he should attend to this matter. But 
make sure he does so, because if he doesn’t, you may find 
yourself subject to serious delay. 

Here is the new rule in detail: You may build a house of 
any cost or size you may dare to undertake, provided that you 
do not use steel or copper in excess of the amounts given in 


the following formulas: (1) If you use steel water pipe, you 





may obtain 1,800 pounds of the steel products and 35 pounds 









of copper products as described below. (2) If you use copper 
for your water system, you may obtain 1.450 pounds of steel ~ 
and 160 pounds of. copper. 

The allowance of steel covers such products as nails, rein- 
forcing steel, steel pipe for water, gas, and heating, rigid con- 
duit for electric wire, flashing, termite shields. It does not 
include such manufactured steel products as ducts for a heat-_ 
ing system, hardware, windows, basement areaways, septic

tanks, gutters, downspouts, reinforcing mesh, and all kinds | 


of equipment—steel plumbing fixtures, kitchen cabinets. furn- 
aces, ranges, and so forth. You are free to buy any of these 
manufactured items that you can find in the market. Some of 


these items may be hard to find, since they are subject to an 


over-all limitation of almost half the quantity produced a_ 


year ago. 
The order does not limit the use of cast iron. You may, | 

therefore, include any quantity of cast iron products (soil 

pipe, radiators, plumbing fixtures, etc.) that you may require. 


You cannot, however, use structural steel for columns, beams,

Wood, masonry, or reinforced concrete must be used instead. 

No matter how you figure it, the allowance for copper 
will not go much farther than what is needed for water 
piping (if copper is used for this purpose) and wiring.

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WHY ONE MAN 
GARDENS 


“I get more kick out of growing things than from 

any hobby I’ve tried—golf, fishing, hunting. There’s

real adventure in gardening. You always feel young 


when you watch a seed grow,” says Gene Pfister. 


ene Pfister is a rotund, affable fellow. He is one of the 
f two partners of the big Hankel-Pfister Printing Company 
in Chicago. He’s also America’s best-known amateur gardener. 

Pfister gardens simply because it is fun. Consistent with 
his philosophy that gardening is for fun, Pfister admits to 
being quick to let power tools do the real work in his garden. 
He owns a power mower. a small garden tractor with all 
of its attachments, and a power sprayer. He also has a tool- 
house full of gadgets. He expects to add a power lawn 
edger. a soil shredder. and a leaf grinder. 

And he adds, “I’ve never been able to convince myself that 
there is any fun in mowing grass. It’s just a chore to me, so 
why include it in your gardening? I hire a couple of high 
school kids and turn them loose with thé power mower.” 

Pfister also refuses to devote any time to trimming hedges. 
He substituted fences for privacy when he planned the present 
garden. “I’ve trimmed my last hedge!” he says. 

This same philosophy makes the Pfister garden expand— 
or contract—as his interest in gardening changes from year 
to year. When any plant gets to be a boring care to him he 
discards it in favor of something new. 

Fortunately. Mrs. Pfister. who likes to have a yard full 
of flowers. doesn’t care what kinds the flowers are. She 
also enjoys working in the garden. but the scientific angles 
that fascinate her husband do not appeal to her. She can 
and does talk about gardening before garden clubs when her 
husband’s business prevents him from keeping a speaking 
engagement, but it is an acquired achievement rather than 
the thoroughly enjoyable experience Pfister finds it. He 
usually meets with some garden group every week. He’s rated 
as one of the most enthusiastic and helpful speakers. 

Pfister usually spends at least a few minutes in his 
own garden any night that he is at home. but he denies that 
he is a perfectionist. As far as he is concerned there’s 
always a tomorrow for gardening. because he’s gardening 
strictly for fun. He always stops before his gardening 
becomes work. 

Pfister finds he has a much more objective attitude 
toward business problems when he thinks about them while 
gardening. At other times he lets himself get completely 
engrossed in thinking about the garden and the miracle of the 
seed. He refuses to worry about garden troubles. There’s 
always another year if pests get ahead of him on some bed of 
flowers. And where is the fun if you worry about the weather ? 


Sut he is rarely alone in the garden for long. The 
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Pfister’s granddaughter, Judy, is intrigued by gardening, too 


Pfister garden in Mundelein, Illinois, is a mecca for amateur 


_ gardeners from all over America. Each year more than 2.000 


people visit it. They come to ask questions, to say hello again, 
or just to look. No one goes away without a greeting from 
one of the Pfisters. 

“Visitors are wonderful. They let me proudly display 
my best—or rationalize my failures. Visitors help make 
gardening more fun.” 

The Pfister garden is worth driving miles to see. It 
contains 2.000 rose plants of some 600 varieties. plus remark- 
able collections of lilies, dahlias, chrysanthemums, delphin- 
iums, gladiolus, and tuberous begonias. 

Visitors often think it peculiar that with these hundreds 
of flowers around him, it rarely occurs to Pfister to pick 
any. His family is amused that, when he does pick a flower 
for a visitor, it is usually on the verge of fading. When 
kidded about this idiosyneracy, Pfister laughs and says he 
must keep the best flowers on the plants for tomorrow’s 
visitors. Actually, it hurts Pfister to see any flower cut. It 
is only when the thrill of competition at a rose show lures 


) him that he can cut flowers without pain. 


Mrs. Pfister defers to her husband by having only a 
single rosebud in the house. She gladly gives flowers for 
community affairs. cut when her husband isn’t around. 

sked why he specializes in roses, Pfister replies simply, 
A “Because I love them best.” He thinks they are the most 
adaptable flower that man grows. His fondest dream in 
gardening is some day to create the ideal rose. one with great 
resistance to climate and pests. an interesting bush shape, 
and a breath-taking beauty of bloom. He has such a rose in 
the “almost good enough” stage, but it has too many thorns. 
He believes so thoroughly that gardening should be fun that 
he is not willing to introduce a badly thorned rose. Growing

thorns, he will tell you. 

His interest in breeding a new super rose led Pfister to 
want a greenhouse. So seven years ago the family agreed 
to move out from suburban Highland Park to three acres in 
Mundelein, Illinois. It was undeveloped except for trees and 
a lawn close to the old house. Much of the lawn was solid 
quack grass. It was a low area needing hundreds of feet 
of drain tile. 

Friends thought the Pfisters foolish. It was during war 
time, and help was unavailable.

Despite the above, it is interest- 
ing to note that over 50.000 homes 
reportedly now heat with electric- 
ity. Most of these systems are to 
be found in the areas where elec- 
tricity is already an inexpensive 
fuel. But it shows that electrical 
heating is a practical reality. 

Now. If you’ve decided on elec- 
tric heating. what kind is best for 
you? As we've seen, there are a 
surprising number of systems and 
equipment for you to consider— 
some of them pictured on these 
pages. 

If you are planning a new house, 
your range of possible choices is 
unlimited. You might use two or 
three different kinds: Over-all radi- 
ant heating might be accomplished 
with one of the large radiant panel 
systems, or by electric cable built 
into floor. wall, or ceiling. Bath-

one expressive of the other. This 
integration is the mark of true 
style. 

In a house, style is the way we 
want to use it, the things we want 
it to do for us. and the way in 
which we want them done, the way 
we want it to function—that is 
the use part of it. If we can make 
these use attributes take an ex- 
pressive form, then we have a style. 
Our architects are beginning to 
succeed in giving expressive form 
to the attitudes underlying the 
American house. so consequently 
there is emerging an American 
Style in houses. 

Most people do not understand 
the difference between the form 
and use aspects of a thing. They 
do not realize that an architect (or 
designer) works rorwarp from the 
use to the form—or that a critic 
works BACKWARD from the form to 
the use—that is. that he can look 
at a finished form and deduce the 
ideas which were behind it. 

In architectural and design crit- 
icism it is necessary to clearly 
keep in mind the difference be- 
tween form and use, and not make 
the mistake of using form words 
to describe use attributes.

blossoms weeks ahead of the non- 
treated bulbs. Get them into pots 
by November Ist, for example, and 
you will enjoy a stalk of three or 
four big flowers on each plant at 
Christmas and on into January. 
Few people know they can be 
made to bloom for Christmas. Feb- 
ruary is ‘the normal time for blos- 
soms to appear. The special heat 
treatment is given the bulbs before 
you get them. Treatment advances 
the blooming time dramatically— 
but just this once. Expect flowers 
in subsequent years in February. 
Any good garden soil keeps 
amaryllis thriving. If you don’t 
happen to have any soil indoors 
at present. buy a little potting soil 
from your local florist. Put your 
bulbs in pots big enough to allow 
one inch of soil around the bulbs. 
Do not remove any of the many 
fleshy roots attached to the bulbs. 
Amaryllis does just as well if 
all except the lower two inches of 
its bulb sticks up out of the soil. 
So plant this way. Then you have 
a bigger volume of soil below the 
bulb for its roots to penetrate. You 
won't have to water as often. 
Amaryllis are big plants. They 
use a lot of water. But don’t leave 
the pots standing in water. It’s 
preferable to water enough each 
day to wet the soil thoroughly. 
Continue to add water until some 
runs out the drain hole in the pot.

Hospitality is the very warp

Christmas. For Christmas is 





OF GOOD LIVING implicitly the feast of  fel- 
lowship, and who can feast and make merry 
alone? Under the heady influence of the sea- 
son, few of us can escape the universal urge 
to throw open house and heart to all who will 
help us celebrate. 

So, during this season of good will. there 
will be literally millions of parties given by 
millions of people who want expressly to regale 
their friends with their hospitality. Some of 
these parties will succeed brilliantly and be 
remembered happily for years to come. But, 
sad to reflect, others will be miserable fail- 
ures, to be recalled as thumping bores by all 
who attend and rued by their baffled hostesses. 

What makes this difference between success 
and failure? What is true hospitality? 

The dictionary says it is “the entertain- 
ment of guests with liberality and kindness.” 
That’s a good enough statement so far as in- 
tention goes, but woefully inadequate if you 
want to know how to accomplish this aim. 

Just how liberal is liberality? How far 
should you carry kindness? You can kill with 


kindness, you know. And liberality can turn

into ostentation—and then into embarrass- 
ment. And when your guests are embarrassed, 
you're not being hospitable at all. 

Successful entertaining has dozens of nu- 
ances—some so subtle that very few people 
recognize them. And, as you must certainly 
have noticed, styles in entertaining are chanz- 
ing, too. So that a formula that guaranteed 
a successful party 20 years ago is not 
necessarily a good formula to follow today— 
what with our lack of servants, more informal 
manners, and the faster tempo of our lives. 

Now I dote on parties. I love to give them 
just as much as I love going to them. But over 
my many party-giving and party-going years 
(we won't say how many), I haven’t been 
able to avoid becoming quite clinical about 
them, observing what succeeeds and what fails. 

Here are some of my more important ob- 
servations. Some look so obvious when 
seen in cold type, that you may wonder why 
I bring them up. Yet lots of people don’t 
seem to know these things or they'd plan 
their parties differently. 

Here are my eight guides to successful en- 
tertaining: 

1. Don’t attempt more than you can handle.

people than your dishes, your seating, and your strength 
permit. “Throwing a big party” is a very chancy way 
to give a successful party. It is too often a symptom 
of a “duty party,” the sign of someone who doesn’t enter- 
tain very often and is trying to pay off a big backlog of 
accumulated obligations, 

2. You have to have peace of mind. Your mental atti- 
tude that you are going to have fun has to be real and 
not fake. Don’t ask me how, but this communicates itseif 
to the guests. Your composure should radiate from you, 
just as you reveal genuine pleasure at seeing the people 
you have invited. If you don’t have composure and a 
feeling of pleasure, it is sensed, just as a horse knows 
when the rider is afraid. 


3. How do you get peace of mind? By being completely 





organized—at several levels. You have to know that 
your food is going to be superlative, that all your 
appointments are complete and in order and interesting 
to look at, that you will not run out of anything, that you 
have a quick alternative if an accident should spoil 
anything. To be organized you have to make a bus- 
iness of it and prepare an agenda just as a business 
man prepares for a conference. Practice (with real par- 


ties) is one way to be organized. But if you are new at 









party-giving, rehearse each detail in your mind. | am sure 


about this: you must not let the responsibility of being 
a hostess weigh you down, for it charges the air with some- 
thing that is not conducive to pleasure. Blank out worry 
when the party begins. Be an “eager beaver” before 
—but not during—the party. 

4. How do you blank out worry? I’ve got two answers 
for that. One way is to have furnishings that are geared 
for entertaining. The room shown on these pages (126- 
129) is a perfect example of what | mean. Much of the 
furniture does double duty at party time, smoothly 
changing back to its everyday role so that to look at it 
you'd never suspect its extra-curricular capabilities. 

The other way to banish worry is to simplify. Serve 
fewer dishes, but have them divine. Reduce the amount 
of clutter and bric-a-brac. Have only one bouquet but 
have it big, overscale, gorgeous, and original. One simple 
dish, served dramatically and in a large quantity, pro- 
duces more of an effect than many complicated recipes 
served in a mundane way. A big bowl of perfect 
peaches, sprinkled with fresh cocoanut, and covered 
with raspberry juice in a big glamorous bowl is simple 
to make. But it looks wonderful.

your style of eating by going back. to traditional Christmas foods

Oie of the enjoyable parts of the Christmas season is that it 
encourages you to steep yourself in the traditions of the past. 
The Christmas legends, music, and decorating practices are all 
part of our inherited culture. We say they remind us of our child- 
hood. But it goes deeper than that. These customs remind us of the 
racial and cultural pattern of the whole of western civilization. 

If you enjoy this sense of kinship with the past, why not empha- 
size it even more than is your wont by exploring a few dishes that 
are as authentically traditional as holly and tinsel? You can 
heighten this appeal by looking at Christmas food in its original 
setting, learning how it happened to be the way it is. 

Strangely enough, this approach to tradition will not only bring 
you closer to the past, but it will help you understand present-day 
food. You cannot be really knowledgeable about food until you 
realize that the cookery of any given period (that is, food 
developed at that period) is a reflection on the stage of civilization 
of that time. 

Christmas dishes were not something invented especially for 
the occasion. They are the typical dishes of seventeenth-century 
England, which is the time and place where many of our Christmas 
customs were developed and crystallized. These holiday foods 
have remained unchanged for 300 years because of their associa- 
tion with the unchanging ritual of Christmas. Christmas foods are, 
then, historical foods, preserved almost untouched, yet existing 
in the middle of the living, changing present. 

Some of the early dishes have almost disappeared. Even their 
names are strange: names like “frumenty,” “brewis,” “brawn” and 
“souse.” As civilization and wealth increased, better food began 
to be served for the holidays. Boar’s head and, later, turkey 
appeared on the Christmas table for exactly the same reason 
that the earlier dishes did. They were the best things available 
at that time. 

This was due to the meat situation in the early days. We hardly 
realize it, but before the Eighteenth Century, not sufficient feed was 
grown to carry livestock over the winter. The early part of Novem- 


ber was killing time, so by Christmas (Continued on page 190)

Fc it’s Christmas again, with rain, snow, slush, and 
too many parties. It must be “too many parties” because of 
the way you feel by January 2. It’s a miserable time of the 
year to me—ideal to go off somewhere shooting and/or 
fishing—because I don’t enjoy being slugged with strong 
drinks or made sick with sticky ones. 

From a woman’s standpoint, of course, it’s the finest 
time of the year, with the mad whirl of holiday parties, 
cocktail parties, little dinners, the opera and concerts at 
which to wear new cocktail dresses, dinner suits, and lovely 
gowns.

A meal on wheels is a thoroughly socially acceptable idea, espe- 
cially now that the informal, serve-yourself buffet has become the 
rule rather than the exception in party-giving. And now there are 
so many well-designed serving carts on the market. The old-fash- 
ioned tea cart has made a big come-back, but is changed and 
modernized. You can find it these days in every material from 
Formica, bamboo, and stainless steel to fine woods, in every style 
of design from Modern to French Provincial, in every form from 
the fold-up-and-put-away type to the drop-leaf commode that looks 
like a chest-server. 

It all works like this. You “set the table” (cart to you) in the 
kitchen, putting out on it all the dishes you will require for the 
buffet service of the whole meal, and, of course, providing space 
for the serving dishes that are to contain the food. Try to plan a 
menu which can be put on the cart in its entirety. If this crowds 
the cart too much, make a separate serving of the dessert course, 
since you will be returning to the kitchen anyway with the dishes 
used in the main course. 

One friend of mine got so enthusiastic over this meals-on-wheels 
system that she had her regular dining room table put on wheels. 
She now keeps the table in the kitchen, having made her dining 
room into a library. She sets the table with the usual place settings 
in the kitchen and moves it with ease all over the house—into the

Pose best party ideas in the world fall flat unless 
you have the equipment to back them up. But if 
you have certain “basics,” you can breeze through 
any kind of party without a care in the world. For 
these are the props that give your menu and your 
table a visual build-up and keep the party running 
smoothly. Overscaled serving pieces, like the ones 
opposite, dramatize the food and give ordinary 
menus extraordinary importance. Original, seldom- 
seen accessories, like the Javanese lacquer bowl 
below, add glamour and make your party differ- 
ent.

Why I love to entertain 


Nobody has more charming, witty, lovable 
friends than I—or so it seems to me when they’re 
all dressed up in their party clothes telling me 
what a delightful hostess I am.

Thermostat located in 
room where heating is most effective or where 
big south window lets in sun-heat. Shuts off fur- 
nace before other rooms have become warm, 
2. Unbalanced heating ducts or pipes supply 
heat more easily to some rooms than others. 


THE TROUBLE 


The colder your winter, the bigger is the heat 
loss caused by exposure to strong winds. Ona 
really cold, very windy day you burn about 
twice as much fuel as you burn on an equally 
cold but perfectly calm day. 


THE FIX 


Relocate thermostat at a cooler spot which is 
more representative of the house as a whole. 
Partly blanket off radiator or hot air register in 
warmest room. Have an expert rebalance heat- 
ing ducts or pipes, by blocking too-easy flow of 
heat to warmest rooms. 


THE FIX 


Weather-stripping. Storm sash. Ivy or other 
plants grown on north and west sides of house 
slow down the flow of cold air over outside sur- 
face of wall and reduce heat loss. Plant wind- 
break trees or hedge to windward.

Install the more elaborate “‘thinking’’ type of 
thermostat, or several thermostats. Especially 
important if house has rooms with large south 
windows, strongly sun-heated in sunny weather, 
quickly chilled when sun stops shining. Accurate, 
responsive control of heat is almost as important 
as heat itself, and in the long run saves fuel. 


Is your house exposed to cold winds? 


BUILD IT RIGHT 


Windbreak carefully planned with close regard 
to direction(s) of coldest wind(s). Site selected 
with regard to existing windbreaks. One-story 
house can be more easily shielded from wind 
than two-story one. 


4. Does heated air escape upward through stairease to attic? 


THE TROUBLE 


If cold draft comes down your stairs, a corre- 
sponding current of warm air is sure to flow up, 
Investigate with cigarette smoke. 


THE FIX 


Close channels by which heated air escapes up- 
ward. If stairs rise out of living space, partition 
them off, making a separate stairwell. Install 
doors (or curtains) to slow the flow of warm air 


upstairs. 


BUILD IT RIGHT 


Arrange all upward ventilation outlets—needed 
in most parts of the country for summer ventila- 
tion—so that they can be closed off in winter. 
(See ‘The Fix’’ at left.) 


5. Are cold window panes stealing your heat? 


THE TROUBLE 


A cold window pane acts like a fire in a fire- 
place, only in reverse, cooling instead of warm- 


ing. It chills you two ways: It chills the air in the 


room, and it also chills you directly by radiant 
cooling. Chilled air causes drafts. Radiant cool- 
ing effect also feels like a draft. (See also “The 
Trouble’’ under questions 6 and 9.) 


THE FIX 


Storm sash or double glazing. Light curtains to 
pull across window in daytime; heavy draperies 
to pull at night as insulation and radiation 
shield. Heat-reflective lining makes draperies 
more effective. Install electric radiant heating 
panel or heat lamp near window, so that it radi- 
ates heat at you from the same direction from 
which window “‘radiates cold.” 


BUILD IT RIGHT 


The bigger a window, the more important be- 
come double or triple glazing, heavy or reflec- 
tive draperies, a radiant heat source located 
near window. Remember all windows are cool 
in cloudy weather and at night. But south win- 
dows help heat the house when sun shines. There- 
fore make south windows big, keep others small.

page are a few of the oldtime fav- 
orites, some served in the way they 
were in bygone days, others served 
untraditionally enough to provoke 
delighted comment among the 
guests. They had their place in the 
sun at Christmastime or some other 
part of the holiday season, These 
containers we show them in here 
are collector’s items, but something 
can always be found to match them 
in feeling and elegance. The shops 
are full of odd mugs, glassware, 
and punch cups in which to serve 
drinks if you just use a little imag- 
ination and take the time to search 
them out. Anybody can be ordi- 
nary and just grab the first full 
glass. But if you'll poke around in 
out-of-the way places, antique 
shops and import shops, you can 
select your own containers for dif- 
ferent kinds of drinks. Never mind 
what the books say. An interesting 
container is half the pleasure of 
good food and good drink. So in- 
vite your imagination. 

These ancients were served dur- 
ing an age of gracious living of a 
type that is fast disappearing, be- 
cause it depended upon leisure and 
much help. Today we achieve the 
same results with a gayer approach. 
There are short-cuts to the same 
flavor. bottled and prepared mixes 
to save time, and electrical and 
mechanical servants to make the 
job easier. 

The New Year’s loving cup is an 
excellent drink, but you may have 
trouble finding all the ingredients, 
unless you are a gourmet with a 
big herb shelf. 'd make it ahead 
of time and pour it over ice in a 
punch bowl just before midnight 
and then ladle it into silver loving 
cups, one for each couple to drink 
the New Year in—a sentimental. 
tender gesture that never grows old. 


New Year’s Loving Cup 
(Serves 12) 
1 bottle champagne 
VY bottle Madeira 
Y% pint Cognac 
1% pints water 
% Ib. loaf sugar 
2 lemons 
A few leaves of balm 
2 or 3 sprigs of borage 
(if you haven’t these last two items, make 
it without any herbs and_ taste. Maybe 
you'll get an idea of what to add that you 


do have.) 


Rub the peel off 1 lemon with 
some lumps of sugar, then remove 
every particle of pith, also the rind 
and pith of the other lemon. Slice 
lemons very thin. Put balm, borage, 
sliced lemons, and all the sugar 
into a jug, add water, Madeira, and 
Cognac. Cover and surround with 


ice and let mixture stand for about 
one hour. In the meantime, ice the 
champagne and combine with the 
rest of the ingredients when ready 
to serve. 

If you don’t want to proceed with 
balm and borage, try this recipe. 


New Year’s Loving Cup No. 2 


(Serves 25) 
3 bottles champagne 
1 bottle Port wine 
1 bottle Curacao 
Y% bottle brandy 
% bottle Benedictine 


Combine Port, Curacao, brandy 
and Benedictine and 
large pieces of ice in a punch bowl. 


pour over 
When ready to serve, add cham- 
pagne which has been iced. Stir 
well and ladle into cups.

The lack of meat, which forced 
the use of fowl and game at Christ- 
mas, also influenced the other tra- 
ditional Christmas food. It was 
the use of salt meat and fish for 
nine months in the year which gave 
rise to the craving for spices and 
condiments—for food with a sting. 
This accounts for the spicy char- 
acter of the Christmas triumvirate 





—plum pudding. fruit cake, and 
mince pie—and also for the tra- 
ditional Christmas drinks, which 
were also spicy and cordialed. 


It was only with the increased 









supplies of fresh meat in the Eight- 
eenth Century that the character 
of food began to change. Instead of 
the impossible combinations of al- 
monds, fish, raisins, lemon peel. 
capers, character- 
istic of medieval food, there began 


to be an effort to harmonize flavors. 


and what not, 


With this. a new era in cooking be- 
gan. Although Christmas pies, pud- 
dings, and cakes have a similar 
character, because they all contain 
so many of the same ingredients. 
especially fruits and spices. each 
one belongs to a different class of 
dish. Plum pudding is a_ boiled 
suet pudding. Mince pie is a meat 
pie. Fruit cake. like all cakes, is an 
offshoot of bread. 

Originally. puddings were dishes 
of meats and cereals mixed together 
and stuffed into a skin-like contain- 
er and boiled in a pot. Unlike other 
boiled foods they were compound 
dishes which could be adjusted to

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They had form and so were easy to 
transport and store. Plum puddings 
properly treated will keep for a 
year. Quite an invention for people 
whose only equipment for cooking 
was a pot. 

In time, puddings tended to be 
made of either meat or cereal. The 
meat puddings, cooked in casings, 
developed into sausages. Puddings 
of flour and suet, boiled in a pud- 
ding bag, became one of the foun- 
dations of English cookery. Pud- 
dings were both main dishes and 
desserts. Meat puddings encased 
in a suet crust developed into meat 
pies. Examples: Steak-and-Kidney 
Pudding and Toad-in-a-Hole. The 
name “Suet Pudding” was reserved 
for desserts alone. Plum Pudding 
is the most famous of these, though 
its lowly relative, “Spotted Dog,” 
is equally well known in England. 

The real patriarch of puddings, 
the great-great-granddaddy of them 
all, is Scotch Haggis. This is the 
dish made of the paunch and pluck 
of the sheep—that is, the stomach, 
heart, lungs. and liver. The last 
three, mixed with suet, onions, salt, 
pepper. and toasted oatmeal, are 
stuffed into the stomach and boiled 
for hours. There are moderns who 
say they like it, but most of us 
would reject it if we could try it. 
Since it is impossible to buy the 
ingredients of this dish, your best 


chance to taste the Scotch combina- | 


tion of liver and toasted oats is to 
try a modern version, Pot Haggis. 


Pot Haggis 


% pound liver 

2 onions 

14 pound beef suet 

1 cup steel cut oatmeal 

1 cup water in which liver and onions 
have been boiled

the refrigerator without loss of fla- 
vor. I even slice and butter my 
sour dough French bread the day 
before, and wrap it in foil to keep 
it fresh. Then I feel my problems 
are minor and that I am as care- 
free as my guests. 

Also remember, in planning your 
meal on wheels, eyerything must be 
eaten easily. No steak or roast beef. 
Don't ask people to try to cut meat 
on their knees. Plan to serve wine. 
For wine helps put “a little menu” 
into the class of something special 
and epicurean, helps you set the 
tone of importance this meal should 
have. Just see that everyone is 
within reach of a table or tray sur- 
face to rest it on. 

Make your main dish a sophisti- 
cated casserole. Since there is al- 
ways the problem of expense. es- 
pecially around the holidays when 
you are feeling “broke.” casseroles 
work out beautifully, for you can 
use the cheaper cuts of meat and 
disguise their humble origin by us- 
ing wine in their cooking.

When you get your tree home, 
look at the ball of soil to be sure 
it is Then store your tree 
until you are ready to use it in- 
doors. Put it in a storage place 
that is cold but not below freezing.

straw, peat, or other mulching ma- 


| terial to keep out the frost. When 
| it comes time to bring the tree 


indoors, put the ball in a tub or 
large bucket. Pack peat solidly 
under, around, and over the ball. 
Saturate the peat with water but 
don’t leave your tree “standing in 
a puddle.” 

Living Christmas trees may be 
decorated as usual, but avoid large 
lights that give off too much heat. 

Water your tree as needed while 
it is indoors. Make stay 
doors brief as circumstances 
permit—never longer than a week. 

When duty as a Christmas tree 
has been fulfilled, plant the tree 
in the usual way. Include a heavy 
mulch to keep frost out of the ball 
and surrounding area. So treated,

your tree has at least a fair chance. 
It’s well, though, to view the whole 


thing with an open mind. Mid- 
winter is a poor season for trans- 
planting any evergreens. With 


reasonable precautions some hardy 
varieties commonly used for Christ- 
mas trees can take the move and 
proceed to grow and be healthy 
when spring comes. 

If you really don’t need another 
evergreen tree in your garden, buy 
a cut Christmas tree. Perhaps the 
most popular cut trees are the 
spruces, one of which is shown on 
page 221. The typical cone shape 
of the spruce tree lends itself to 
almost any style of trimming and 
lighting. The thick branches and 
dark green foliage appeal to the 


prospective buyer. But the pur- 
chaser should know that all spruces 
shed their needles after they have 
been in a warm room for a few 
days. Shedding can be checked 
somewhat, though, by selecting 
trees that have been freshly cut. 
It may be further reduced by 
standing the cut tree in a holder 
filled with water. These precau- 
tions help, but by no means elimi- 
nate, shedding. Don’t buy a spruce 
if you expect your tree to last 
until Twelfth Night. 

Balsam fir and Douglas fir have 
the sterling virtue of retaining 
their needles and their color when 
exposed to the dry, hot air in a 
house. While not as well branched 
as the spruces, they are attractive 
in form and color. 


EVERAL long needle pines have 
\) found their way into the Christ- 
mas tree market. Pines are rather 
sparsely branched but tend to make 
up for the scarcity of branches 
with an abundance of long, attrac- 
tive needles. Pines retain their 
needles when dry. A cut tree keeps 
indoors for many days. Pines range 
in color from the dark green of 
Austrian pine through the blue- 
green of white pines to the bluish 
tints of Scotch pine. 

Junipers are somewhat less pop- 
ular Christmas trees. They 
haven't the traditional form, and 
they are more difficult to light and 
trim. However, junipers do retain 
their needles fairly well and are 
increasing in popularity. 

The cardinal points to keep in 
mind when selecting a Christmas 
tree are: First, decide whether you 
have need for a living tree in your 
garden and choose the kind of tree

if you want a living tree, buy it 
from a reliable nursery.

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He Gardens 
to Relax 


“Gardening is the best thing in the world to make 


you forget your troubles. Watch a plant re- 


spond to what you do for it. Watch the soil be- 


come alive in your hands,” says Bruce Krasberg 


ruce Krasberg invents machine tools for making automobile and 
b radio parts. Then, as owner and president of R. Krasberg & 
Sons, million dollar Chicago machine tool plant, he manufactures 
these parts for a number of big companies. But evenings he gardens 
to forget business worries—taxes, prices, shortages. 

Krasberg is a soils man rather than a plantsman. To him, flowers 
and vegetables are just by-products to working with the soil. (He 
never wears gloves in the garden.) Manicured soil feels so good. He 
runs it through his hands as though it were gold. 

Krasberg’s ideal garden would have the manicured look to every 
inch of its soil. He doesn’t care whether it’s a flower or vegetable 
garden. (He has both.) But the soil must look alive. It even must 
feel alive when he touches it. Most gardeners don’t cultivate enough, 
he says. The soil soon looks like concrete. He wants it fluffy. 

Once a week is about right for cultivating, Krasberg believes. 
But don’t dig deep. About 11% inches is right. Krasberg uses a 
4-tined cultivator. This is the speediest cultivator he’s found. As 
far as plant growth is concerned, you can leave the small lumps 
left by this tool. Krasberg goes back over the bed to break them. 
He explains that he just likes to see soil without lumps. For him 
this is one of the big pleasures in gardening. 

Krasberg removed all the clay from the top 6 inches of his flower 
beds for the same reason. Clay turns whitish when dry. He doesn’t 
like this look to his garden. So he replaced the clay with a loam 
rich in humus. This stays black when dry—and so looks better 
to Krasberg. He emphasizes. though, that you can’t remove the 
clay from the root zone—not if you want good plant growth. 

Krasberg moved to Winnetka, Illinois. from Highland Park two 
years ago because he ran out of soil to manicure in his previous 
garden. It was only an 85-foot lot (now he has an acre). The soil 
has been worked into perfect condition for plants. This took much 
of the fun from gardening. There just wasn’t enough left to do— 
and Krasberg prefers to spend an hour every day, 5 on Saturdays 
and Sundays, in gardening. He feels he needs this much to keep 
him mentally and physically fit. He enjoys golf, but finds it doesn’t 
relax him as well as gardening. Neither does flying. So he sold 
his plane. He still plays an annual game of golf. 

Krasberg brings his engineering interest in good design into his 
garden. It is not cluttered with plants. In fact, it has broad sweeps
